O feede thy fancie with friuolous fables gentle 
Reader(as to tell thee of drowlie Endimion,who 
deſired of Iupiter, to 11 — : or Epi- 
menides, who in ſeeki thers ſneepe, tooke 

a nappe of fortie and ſenen long, or thoſt 

ſeuen ſuppoſed Saintes, whom the golden Le- 

gend reporteth to haue ſlept two hundreth yeares 

and odde)isno part of my purpoſe. But rather as 

one in gricfe of conſcience, forthe zeale of my 

God, what in me lyeth, to wake and ſtirre yp thoſe wicked and ſinf 
Nuggards, whom che curſed ſerpent in Paradice, aboue five thouſand Gen. 3. 
ſiue hundreth ſixtie and two yeares paſt, applying not the finne of the 
ſeacalfe to their heades, but that inchaunte _ of perdition to their 
hartes, hath ſo venoumouſly infected with contagious poyſon of 
iniquitie, and lulled ſo ſoundly a ſleepe in the careleſſe cradle of ſecuri- 
tie: that neither the golden belles of Aaron, the thundring trumpe of 

Eſay, the well tuned Cimbals of Dauid, the pleaſant harmonie ofthe E. 
uangeliſts, nor the ſweete comfortable pipe of Chriſt himſelfe, could 

once as yet allure them to repentance and amendment of life: truſting

Fter that the Apoſtle Saint Paule 
$ hadfaught the Romanes many nos 
table leſſons and rules, touching the 
doctrine of chziſtian faith, charitie, 
and obedience to Pagilkrates. Ju 

going on to exhozt and perſwads 
> them fo repentance and amendment 
of life, hee taketh occaſion to ſpeake 
of time, of ſlepe, of light , and of 
darkeneſſe. And that conſidering the ſeaſon (ſaith he) that. 
it is now time, that we ſhould wake from ficepe : foz now is 3.1. 
our ſaluation nearer then when we belieued. The night 
is paſt,and the day is at hand: let vs therefoze calf away the 
wozkes of darkenefſe,and put on the armour of light, ex. 

This woꝛde dormire to ——— ces of the bo⸗ 

ly ſcriptures, is taken fo2 requieſcere,to reſt, as our Saui⸗ 
our Chzilt came to his Diſciples and found them a ſleepe: 
Chailt himſelfe flept in the ſterne ofthe Ship, and Peter ſlept 
betwene two ſonldiers. Againe in ſome places, it is taken 
fo lleepe in fepulchro, the graue, as Dauid and Salomon / 
flept with their Fathers: Behold ſaith Job, J muſt fleepe - + 
in the duſt, and Saint Paule ſaith , The faithfull that are 
dead, are fallen a fleepe in Chꝛiſt: But that fleepe which the 
Apoſtle doth here ſpeake of, is to flepe in ignoꝛante, darkes 
neſſe andſinne.. The way of the vngodly is called darke- 
neſſe and ſhadow of death. To wake vp this kinde of fice- 
pers, and rebuke the woꝛld of ſinne, is my chiefe intent and loh.6.15, 
purpoſe in this booke , Mhich is. no doubt, a thankleſſe of 
fice,and a verie vnthaiftie occupation, veritas odium parit, | 
truth neuer goeth without a ſcratcht face: he that will be tu» / 
fie with vr vobis , let him looke ſhoztly fo2 coram nobis. 
So long as Picheas p2ophecied victozie againſt the Allp⸗ 
rians, he was a trim Pꝛophet: but after when he tolve them 
the contrarie, they had him in great diſvaine, When our 


Sauiour Chzilt fedde the people. they woulde haue __ 1. Theſſ. x.

Mat. 27. him a king: but after when he began to rebuke their naugh- 
tie manners, they deſired to haue hun crucifted ; cuen ſo in 
theſe dapes, our daintie eares can hardly abide to heare our 
vices touched: Much like the fooliſh Alle, that when he is a 
loading ſtandeth ſtocke ſtill , but in taking the load off his 
backe. doth pearkeout bebinde. It map aptly be ſaide vnto 
aur people, as Martiall the Poet ſaide once to his friends, 
My kriendes (ſaith he) vou will imbolden me to ſpeake the 
truth, and the truth is this, that pou can not abide to heare 
the truth. Ye therefoze that will boldly vtter his conſcience 
without feare o2 flatferie, ſhall hardly eſcape without immi- 
nent daunger. Notwithſtanding how odious and deſpiſed - 
ſoeuer Gods Pꝛophets ſhall ſceme to the eyes of the wozld, 
they mult not be afraid to ſpeake the truth, e to beate down 
the infection of ſinne and wickedneſſe. How dangerous ſoe-

was there euer ſo many poſſeſſed with diueliſh ſpirits, as in _ 
theſe our miſerable days. In old time, Agar was moꝛe kruit 
ful then Sara: and in our time the Church is lo barren, ⁊ the 
wozld ſo frutefull to bing fozth huge warmes of wicked 
impes, that hard it is ts finde one coꝛner, calling, oz kinde of 
lile without them, Ws reade of ſeuen pꝛincipall oz captaine 

diuels, who haue alwaics bozne a great (way amongſt men. 
The firlt called Lucifer, the dinel of pꝛide and pzeſumption, Hy. 14 
Che ſecond, Belzebub, the Lozd ofenuieand malice : The Mat.:2, 
third, Sathan,the maiſter of wzath and dildaine: The fourth — 
Abadan, the patrone of loth and idleneſle: The fift, Pam⸗ eg“ 
mon the father of couetouſneſſe and ſnudgerie: The firt, 2 gapi 
Belphegoꝛ, the God of gluttonie and dzunkenneſſe:and The Jpoi. 
ſenenth, Aſmodius , the ruler of lecherie and whozedom. Tob.z, 
And whoſoener is infected with any of the ſaide vices, be 
ſure he is poſſeſſed with a great captaine dinel, which mult 
ofneccſitie be caſt out, oꝛ els of fozce the man muſt peril, 
And ſurely the Clergie of long time haue beene verie careful 
and diligent in diſcharging their duetie herein, ſo as the 
immoꝛtall ſeede of the Gaſpell,fince the Apoſtles time was 
neuer moze plentifully ſowne. Notwithſtanding the ſmall 
teſtimonie of amendment declareth it to bee rather knowne 
then kept. The people ſo louingly linckt in league with the 
diuel, their eares are ſo deafe, their ſences ſo dull, their willes 
ſo obſt:nate, and their harts ſo barren, as they haue neither 
ſence to taſt, ſtomackes to diſgeſt, noꝛ harts to credit, extept it 
feede their filthie infected humozs. J thinke if the pꝛeachers 
ſhould go in lackcloth like Eſap, oz with yzons about their ry. 75. 
neckes like Jeremie, pet were there ſmall hope of amend- ler. 23. 
ment. Ik thole good auncient Fathers who tomplai⸗ 
ned ſo grienoully of the w2etchedneſſe of their time, did ſee 
the hozribls abuſes and vile corcupticns of cur age, they

miſerie. O2 if Saint Paule himſelfe were here now fo (is 
our pittilefſe dayes, when charitie is growne ſo cold e. and 
humanitie almoſt fozgoften, no doubt he would wonder, and 
ſay, @urely theſe people are poſſeſſed with diuels, they ſlceps 
in ſinne,and it is high time to wake them. 

And firlk to beginne with the great rich giants and co- 
uetous pzowling cozmozants of this land: aboundance of 
wealth hath ſo bewitched their vnſatiable mindes,and taken 
ſach rooting in their flintie harts, that neither the feare of 
Cod,theinfamie of the wozld, no2 hell mouth that gapes foz 
them, can once ſtaunch their greedie deſtres. There is ſuch 
iopning of houſe to houſe, ground to ground, flelde to flelde, 
land to land, farme to farme, and lining foliuing,to maintain 
their pꝛoud backes, golden heades and coſtly th2oates, ſill 
ſcraping foz ſuperfluitie, that the pooʒe can not haue to aide 
neceſſitte; the one wallowing in welth, and floating in pꝛo⸗ 
ſperitie, the other wzeffling with neede, and like to ſinke in 
milerie, They haue power to get riches,policie to keepe them, 
and time to poſſeſſe them, buf want harts to vſe them: ſo as 
the moze goods they haue, the moze they deſire,and leſſe good 
they doe, A number haue to much, but none haue inough, 
hauing ſo much doinges, that they can doe nothing well. 
They ſwell with intollerable pꝛide and enuie, oppꝛeſſing 
their pooze bꝛethꝛen, ſome by fozce like Lyons, and ſome by 
fraud like fores,ſo that if rich Achab beginne once fo frowne, 
all Weſtminſter Ball x other places to helpe, can not kepe 
pooze Naboth his vineyarde. Againe, they build great goz- 
geous houſes, as though they ſhould line fo2 ener, and ſurfet 
with exceſle of diet, as though they ſhould dye to mo2row: 
being lefe charitable then the dinel himſeife, who defired to 
haue ffones turned into bꝛead: but they turne and conuerf 
biefe and bzead that was wont to feede the pw2e, into ſtones 
and bꝛauerie, t haue bzonght the common welth to common 
miſerie. The ſcely wzetched ſoules may feede their eyes 
with gazing, but their bellies may ſterue fo2 food, The gods 
of chꝛiſtians, by right, chould be pꝛiuate to no mans lult,but 
common to euery mans neede, acco2ding to their fate and 
calling: But they are p2odigally ſpent in vaine pompe and 
ſuperfluitie,and made inticing baits to dzaw men to ſinne af 


their pleaſvre, and repent at their leaſure. 3 =

tuperſtition did bleare the eyes of Papiſts: and ambiton and 
touetouſneſſe putteth out tye eyes of the pꝛoteſtants. In 
times paſt, he that held by violence that was not his owie, 
oꝛ tonuerted other mens goodes to his owne vſe, oꝛ ſought ei⸗ 
ther by fraudulent o2 violent meanes to take away their 
lands 02 liuings, was accounted a theefe,and the lawes pze- 
ſcribed ſeuerall punilhments,and kindes of death, accozding 
to the qualitie ofthe offerice. But if there were commiſſion 
graunted at this day to hang vp all thæues and robbcrs, J 
thinke we ſhonld rather want gibbets then therues to furniſh 
them. Theſe wozldlings (no doubt) are poſſeſſed with 
Mammon that great maiſter diuel, they lxepe in ſinne, and 
it is high time to wake them. Either they thinke there is no 
God, oꝛ J muſt thinke they are no men.

Couetouſneſle is cal- 
led the roote of all euil, there is nothing wozſe then a coue , Tin. ; 
tous man, ſaith Jeſus Sirach,noz a moze wicked thing then 
to loue money; foz ſuch a one hath euen his ſoule to ſell,20 Eccle.i 
touetous mans purſe is called the diuels mouth: The cha- 
riot of couetouſneſſe is ſaide to be carried of foure wheles of 
vices,churliſhneſſe,faint courage, contempt of God, and fozs Barnard. 
getfulneſſe of death: it is dzawne by two hoꝛſes, called greedy 
to catch, and holdfaſt ; the carter that dziueth it, deſire to 
catch.and the carter hath a whip called loth to fozgoe. 

Ik rich woꝛldlings would waigh with them ſelues, the 
great wealth they poſleſſe,and the litle good they doe withall;

Second⸗ 
ly, the hartof a rich man is choaked with wozldly cares, 
Thirdly, foz as much as they are indued with tempozall 
comfoꝛts, they haue (mall regarde vnto ſpirituall conſolati- 
on. Woe be vnto ſuch greedie wozldlings and fat bulles of 
Balan, as conefouſly gather together euil gotten goodes, 
that they may ſet vp their neſtes on high to ſcape from milſ- 
foztane: which wallo w in wealth and pꝛoſperitie like pam⸗ 
pered oxen pꝛeſerued fo2 the day of ſlaughter , kicke at their 
duetie, bꝛeake the hedge of their boundes, and runne where 
they liſt: without ſpeedy repentance they ſhall ſhoztly bs 
turned into hell, and all the people that fozget God. Woe be 
vnto the pꝛoud welthie rulers in Sion, that ſit in the chaire 
of wilfulneſſe, and lye vpon ſoft couches, and beddes of Jugs 
rie, ſelling their birthright with Eſaw fo the Potage of 
pleaſure: foz they ſhall be ſoze puniſhed. Goe to now you 
rich woꝛldlinges and Rams of the flocke which liue here in 
pleaſure and wantonneſſe (faith the A poſtle) Weepe and 
howle foz the miſeries that (hall come vpon you : foz the dap 
is at hand, when von mult peelde account of euerie pennie 
vou haue receiued and were put in truſt withall. When 
without ſpedie repentance your welth and pꝛoſperitie ſhall 
be turned into ſcarceneſſe and penurie; pour toy and glad- 
nelle, into ſozrow and heauineſ;; your mirth and pleaſure 
into lamentation and mourning : your peace and ſecuritie, 
info miſerable calamitie:and your daintie diet, into weeping, 
wailing, and gnaſhing of teeth: fire and bztmſtone, ſtozme 
and tempeſt, this ſhall be your poztton to dzinke.

die, that pzeſently he dieth: euen ſo the bozowing vpon vſury vpon Mar, s. 
ſeemeth ſweet foz the time, but in the end, the venemous infe- 
c>ion thereof wil ſo run thzough his ſubſtance, that all that he 
hath is ſone conuerted into debt. 

Theſe are the deuouring caterpillers of the common 
wealth, whoſe eares in reſpec of anie goodneſſe, are as deafs 
as a doe naile, their eies as blinde as a bœtle, their hearts as 
a flint ſtone, and their pouch as gredie as hell mouth. In v⸗ 
ſurer is wozſe than Judas. who after he had ſolde Chꝛiſt but 
once, repented, and reſtoꝛed the money againe : bat the v⸗ 
furer ſelleth him in his members continually, and pet neuer 
repenteth noz reltozeth the money againe : he is compared to 
infectious leapers,vnmeete fo; anie Chʒiſtian aſembly,oz to 
a noiſome hogge,foz that he is neuer pofitable till he die;that 
bis friends may ſtriue foz his wealth. the wozms foz his car- 
taſſe, and the deuils foz his ſoule. We are taught in the holie -;,,, . 
Scriptures, to reiece him that is an heretike, after the firſt 
and ſecond admonition, as a flrebꝛand of hell, knowing that 
ſucha one is d, and ſinneth enen damned in his own 
iudgement. And fozaſmuch as the vice of vſurie is direalx a- 
gainſt the commandement, e yet molt wilfully t obſtinatlie ExOd. 22. 
is pꝛactiſed after ſo many e vehement admonitions, A thinke . 
it verily in thoſe ſo often warned a ſin againtt the holy ghoſt, 11 fl , 
which ſhall neuer be pardoned, neither in this wozlde,no2 in ; lohn. 5. 16 
the wozld to come: but enen as Luciier was caſt down from yl. 1 5 
heauen into the hozrible dungeon of hell foz pzide : ſo ſhall

Some fhinke to qualifie the offence , by faking ſomewhat 
leſſe than 92dinarie : but wee may not ſceme wiſer than ths 
holy Gholt : there is no moze meane in this vice, than is in 
theft, adulterie, and murther. Be that ſtealeth a pennie is a 
theef,as wel as he who ſtea leth an hundzed pound: her that 
committeth foznication but once, is guiltie as wel as he who 
bath offendeda dozen times: bee that killech but one man, 
bꝛeaketh the la we as wel as be who hatb kifffed twentie:and 
be that taketh out a pennie of gaine, is an bſarer as well as 
be who taketh ten pound. Though the dogge bite ſozer than 


- theflea,yet the flea biteth , Adam thought it but a ſmal ol⸗ 


fence to bite the apple, but he was baniſhed from Gods pꝛe⸗ 
ſence foz bzeaking his commandement. 

Some would cloake their vſurie by fraudulent bargaines 
and ſales : but though ſach ſubtil wozldlings, void of all con⸗ 
ſcience,charitie,and feare of Cod, bee neuer ſo craftie and po- 
lictke,to ſeeke ſome meanes by w2cſking of lam, to run head- 
long to the denill, yet God wil not be mocked: truth is truth, 
and faiſhod is falſhod. Whatſocuer is lent out either in mo⸗ 
ney 02 wealth, if the lender receiue moze in gaine than he de- 
liuered out, it is vſurie: the alteration of the title cannot take 
away the badneſſe of the vice. 

Dome to ancide the name ofan bſarer, denie to lend anie 
at all, who in flying of Scy/la fall into C haribais, and in ſteab 
of an vſurer become a manſlaier. The commandement hath 
two bꝛanches, to lend, and fo lend without vſary : ſo is there 
two wayes foz conetons rich woꝛldlings to runne head- 
long to hell, the one by lending vpon vſurte, and the other in 
not lending af all: and to die foz it, they will thether either 
by the one waie oz the other: aud ſeeing they will needs go,

to reuenge euerie little trifle committed agaynlt themſelues, 
but regard not moſt grieuous offences committed agaynft 
God: againſt hun they fauour,the truth will not bee heard: 
but againſt him towardes whome they haue conceined ſome 
ſecret diſpleaſure, they will not ticke to ſet their handes and 
ſcales, They ſuffer all the Countrie to be choaked and vered 
with filthie whoozemongers,dzonken maltwoꝛmes, and idle 
vagabonds, whereas the filth of a pꝛiuie, the ſtinke of deade 
carrion,and the oꝛdure of cities do not ſomuch infect the aire, 
as that curſed true infecteth the common wealth and yet 
theſe ho2rible vices remaine ſtill vnpuniſhed, bozne withall, 
and lightly paſſed ouer, ſo long, till they are growen almoft 
incurable. Agapne, they make a difference betweene the of- , 
fences of rich men and pooꝛe men: the one is ſoꝛe puniſhed, 
the other foz a paiute bzibe ſcapeth free, ſo that pꝛiuate com- 
moditie baniſheth generall * the lawe is tozne in

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peeces,fo as right and infkice can take no plate. Ephꝛaim is 
oppꝛeſled by tyꝛannie, violence beareth ſwaie, might ouergo⸗ 
eth right: the pooze are deſpiſed, the wicked aduanced, vice 
vnpuniſhed, vertue vnrewarded, and god laws vnerecuted, 
and therefoze better vnmade:

Pea, Democritus would laugh to ſee great theeues hang 
vp little theeues: And Beraclitus weepe to ſee vicious men 
extolled, and vertuous men diſdained: they haue turned true 
tudgement into bitterneſle, and the fruit ofrighteouſneſle ins 
ts woꝛmewode. Jn Aſrael might none be choſen a Nab⸗ 
bine till bee coulde ſpeake ſeauen languages: but I thinke a 
number of our officers are rather poſleſſed with ſeuen deuils. 
Solon beeing aſked what beſt p;eſerued a common wealth, 
quoth he, when ſubicas obey the magiſtrate, and magiſtrates 
the lawes: but they ſleepe in ũnne themſelues, and ſuffer o- 
—_ doe the like, and therefoze it is high time to awake 

— 

Foꝛaſmuch as officers appointed in authozitie fo gouerne 
in the Church oꝛ common wealth, doe not execute the iudge · 
ment of man, but of God himſelfe,who ler th the verie ſecrets 
ofthe heart, who hath neither reſpect of perſons, no; receiueth 
b2ibes : It ſtandeth them in hand to be wiſe, diligent, and cir⸗ 
cumſpect in their callings : to examine by lawe, direc by iu⸗ 
ſtice, and conclude by conſcience : fo kep cquitie,and deliuer 
the oppꝛeſſed : fo2 as thoſe which gouerne well, are actoun⸗ 
ted wozthie of double honour, ſo are thoſe that neglea ther: 
duetie, woꝛthie of double puniſhment. Percie is granted to 
the imple,ſaith the wiſe man, but thoſe that are ſet in autho- 
rit ie. ſhalbe ſoze puniſhed, 

Chough our Pzeachers haue bene verie painfull and dili⸗ 
gent in diſcharging their dutie in ſome meaſure, yet is 
there noted a great fault in many: who haue gone ſo farre in 
ſeeking refozmation in doctrine, that the people are growen 
to a plaine defozmation in life and manners : againe, they 
make great cufcries againſt vice in generall tearmes, but ei⸗ 
ther they dare not, oꝛ wil not tel men their particular faults 
to their faces: againe, theꝝ are verte vehement and hot as a 
toſte in rep:chenſion,amongl the infer ioz ſoꝛte where ſmal⸗ 
telt offences are, but in ſpeaking agapnſt extoztion, 2 
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ffon,bzibery,+ſuch other hozrible crimes raigning amongſt 
the ſuperio2 powers,they ars veriefaint,and cold as a ſtone. 
And as a learned man ſaid once,they are like cockes nipped 
with kites clawes, ther cackle, but they crow not. Igaine, 
they haue gone ſo far beyond the bounds of modeſtie, in ſear- 
ching and ripping the blemiſhes and infirmities of their fel- 
lows in open place, as thetr calling is almoſt bzonght to an 
open contempt. _ 

Spirituall paſtozs amongſt᷑ our elders, were had in great 
eſtination and credit, but in theſe our wzetched daies, they 
are rather diſdained,cnuted,x deſpiſed, inſomuch as though 
a graduat in (choles,02 a Gent lemau by birth, yet the ver ie 
habit and name of a miniſter, ſemeth ſo to diſgrace his cre⸗ 
dit and eſtimation, as cuery inferioz perſon is pꝛeferred and 
thought wo2thie to take his place befoze him. nd as the 
foure tardinall vices in the ſuperioꝛ ſozt befoze touched, are 
moſt grieuous to the people, and cauſe of greate inconnent 
ence in the common wealth: ſo there be ther ſoztes of men 
molt grienous to the cleargie — chiefe cauſe ol that, in⸗ 
follerable contempt of the ir n. 

{The firſt cre cout tous Patrones, who are ſo greafly infe- 
tted with the golden dzopſie, as their church doze wil not be 
yo without a ſiluer key, Pe that will haue a cd li- 

g(what other god gifts ſo euer he be indued withall) hee 
muſt needs bzing this learning with him, to know who was 
Melchized ecks Father and Mother, oz elle a diſh of maiſter 
Latimers apples, o he may cough foz any beneffce. 
The P3ophet Dauid being willing to ſhew kindnes vnto 


Pꝛintes t nobles of Pannon perſuading him that they were 
ſpies ſent to ſearch the Citie, tooke Danivs ſernantes , and 
ſhanedhalfe their beards, and cut off their garments harde 
by their buttockes, and ſo ſent them awaie . Und enen in 
like manner doe greedie Patrones deale with pwꝛe Mini-

Jn times paſt, not onely the papiſts ofa blind zeale,but al- 
fo the very heathen haue bin alwaies very be le boun⸗ 
tifull to their P3teſts and ſ@thſaters. Pharao was a cruel ty- 
rant,yet in the time of famine he had a ſpeciall care foz his 
Pꝛieſts: Jeſabel a moſt wicked Queene, yet fed ſhe daily at 
her table foure hundzed of her groue Pꝛieſts : the popilh cler⸗ 
gie, whoſe doctrine was nothing but deuiſes and fancies of 
men, were holden in ſuch reuerend eſtimation, that nothing 
was thought fo much oz fo god fo2 them. 

But the pe iniſters of the Goſpel,bzinging the glad ti⸗ 
dings of ſaluation,are confemned,deſpiſed,reniled x defaced, 
and their linings pinched, bꝛibed, polled, pined and grutched 
at: euerie little being thought to much foz them, and made a 
p2ay to euery catchpoll and pelting officer, that if it were not 
foz the fauourable kindneſſe of our gracious louing Queene, 


a number had ere this date bin conſtrained to leaue their fun». 


ttion, and file their Countrie foz want of lining. 

At is wzitten howe Dioniſius comming fo a Temple 
where Images were cloathed in coffly coates of ſiluer and 
gold: Theſe garment(quoth he) are tw heauy foz Summer, 


and fo colde foz Winter : and ſo taking them away, clothed - 


them in linſey wolſey. Thele ( qusth hee) are moze light foz 
ſummer, and warmer foz winter. And euen in like (ozt both 
Patrones and people in theſe dates, doe ſeeke what poſſible 
they tan, to ſpoile the cleargie of tithes, lands, and all Church 
liuings, and thinke a cloake of linſey woolſey good inough 
foz them: not like innocent ſhepe that willingly peelotheir 
fleeces, but noyſome Goates that ſtrike with their hoznes.

A bꝛaham, 
Lot, and Job we haue not. Captaine Coꝛnelius and olde fa- 
ther Thobie are blacke ſwannes amongſt vs. Elias cannot 
finde his hoſteſte of @arepta: Paul the purpureſſe,noz Peter 
the Tanner: but many a churliſh Nabal and greedie coꝛmo⸗ 
rant, to pinch and pꝛoll from vs what poſſibly they can: theſe 
Patronestherefoze are ſurely poſſcſſed with ſome * 
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taine deuil, they flerp in finne, x it is high time fo wake them, 

Af the Ambaſſadour of an earthly Pzince, beeing ſent in 
friendly manner to his ſubiects, ſhould bee ſo vnccurteouſlic 
entertained, as a number of Gods meſſengers are in Eng⸗ 
land, no doubt he would be reuenged. It thoſe that ſold doues 
deſerued to be whipt ont of the temple, ſure our Church pol 
lers. who ſell the temple it ſelle, as Judas ſold Chzift, deſerue 
to bo hanged vp in the temple. 

The ſecond ſoꝛte, ars an intollerable crew of double faced 
officers, put in truſt to ſee the Pzinces lawes obſerued, ec- 
cleũaſticall diſcipline executed, and contemptuons perſons 
puniched. who pꝛiuilie, both fanouring, farthering,and main⸗ 
taining the cauſes of diners diſoꝛdered, and ſeditious ſchiſma- 
tikes, that boldly thzough they} ſufferance dare pꝛeſume to 
control, gainſale, and and againſt her maieſties eſta · 
bliſhed, to leede whoſe humozs ſome commonly vle . vnder the 
title of an exhoꝛtation to the Clergie, in their accuſtomed aſs 
ſemblies, at Sinoos and generals, to ſeeke in open place with 
bitter inuectiues,diſdainful glances,4 moſt odious tearmes, 
fo diſcredit anddeface them. Beating into the peoples heads 
there pzeſent.that their Paſtoꝛs are no better than ignozant 
aſſes;meaning all ſuch as ſhew themſelues obedient to pub- 
like ozder. Whereas in truth to ſpeake generall,there was 
neuer amsze learned Clergie in anie Church ſince the Apo- 
ſtles time, than now in England, inlomuch that the meaneft 
ſozt,foz the moſt part, are better able to teach and inſtruct the 
plaine people of their Pariſh,in faith and god manners, than 
moſt of thoſe ſpightful ſparring officers,are to ſpeake in ſuch 
a learned audience. ſ& no reaſon therefoze why they ſhould 
belikened vnto alles, except foz bearing fo quietly the heauie 
burthens & intollerable extoztions which thoſe greedy pꝛow⸗ 
ling cozmozants do daily lay vpon them, bet ing ſo pinched x 

owled,that their verte lines are bitter vnto them: other⸗ 

e they are not ſo like the nature of aſſes, as themſelues are 
like the nature of foxes, where vpon this queſtion may ariſe, 
whether aſſes o2 foxes be moꝛe intollerable beaſts in a com⸗ 
mon wealth: theſe pevith officers therfoꝛe, are poſſeſſed with 
deutls,theyſl&pe in ſinne,and it is high time to awake them: 
the Lo2d of his mercie conuert them, oz olſe of his iuſtice con- 

found them. 
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The third cauſe of contempt in the Pinitkerie, is this: 
Ehereas in times paſt, the Church had but few teachers, x 
Iam. 3. 1. many learners: it is now giuen to haue many teachers, and 
few learners: It was thought in olde time there were but 
ſcuen wiſe men amongſt the Greekes, and we thinke nowe 
there bee not ſo many foolesamongelt vs. Wee all glozie 
Rom. 12.16 of our knowledge, and pꝛeſume ot our wiſedome, e this com- 
-.* meth to paſſe thꝛough the number of ſchollers in this lande, 
meant Who doe not onely encreaſe and multiply daily without mea- 

It is g 
by tuch ſco⸗ Cure, but alſo foz want of right choice of good natures, the 
lers as will greater ſo2t being fantaſticall, wilfull, and wayward, whoſe 
be rdttenve- wits being ſtrained againſt kinde,become diſo2dered, diſqui- 
| — ther be et, and leditious: fo2 it is hard to make ſtraight by arte, that 
— which is made crookedby nature, when learning and elo- 
quence is grafte in a wzangling,ſfubbozne, and contentious 
diſpoſition, it is a daungerous thing. Foz as in a good man, 
learning is the armour of vertue, ſo when it hits in a wicked 
perſon, it is able to wozk much miſchiefe. It is ſaid, that foles 
ſet neighboꝛs at variance: but a malitious perſon hauing wit. 
learning, and a plauſible tongue, is able to ſet kingdomes by 
the eares. One ſcabbed ſheepe will infec a whole flocke, and 
A ſeife willed one jarring ſtring bꝛingeth a whole noiſe of muſicke out ol 
konten all tune: andonebuſte headed foole that is learned, able to 
£098 beat. f ing a whole Countrie out of al quiet oꝛder: and as to few 
b:&de conſumption, ſo to many bꝛeede ſurfefs : foꝛ certainly 
there is no moꝛe noiſome member in a common wealth, than 
a pꝛofeſled ſcholler vnbeſkowed to line by his pꝛofeſſion: his 
tonteit is loftie, and his lyfe loytering, whoſe idlenes ingen · 
dereth diſdaynfulneſſe to labour, which thꝛough long ſutfe⸗ 
rance, muſt needes in the end, growe to ſome greate inconne- 
nience. By this meanes the Church is peſtered with a ſozte 
of buſie vaineglozious fooles, pufte vp with a certaine ſpiri⸗ 
tuall pꝛide, thꝛough a vain opinion conceined of themſelues, 
cuerie one hauing a Church plat oz common wealth in his 
head, who deſpiſing the tudgement of their elders , runne on 
raſhly befoꝛe them, till they haue fallen into intollerable er⸗ 
rours. nd hauing a great deſire to bee taken fo2 ſingular 
wife men, zealoas pꝛofeſſours, and diligent builders, looke 
grumme and bigge with a hautie ſtearne countenance, much 
lyke a windie egge, oꝛ a blowen bladder, And caſting off 


the 
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the yoke efobedience, having a pꝛide to bee pecuiſh, neuer 
ceaſe bꝛabling and bꝛoching ol newe frantike follies, ſpzea- 
ding of ſeues, and ſowing contention in the Church, beeing 
further wzapt in deuotion, then they can paſſe though with 


diſcretion: and vnder the colour of zeale, they rouſe and Titus, 


rage without al meaſure: much like new wine, which with⸗ 
out ſome vent, is lyke to bꝛeake the caſke, as though Gods 
= infozced man to paſſe the bounds of Chʒ iſtian mode- 


ie. 
Theſe, like cuill birds that beray their owne neaſt, oꝛ hate⸗ 
full ſnatching curres, neuer ceaſe barking and rayling in o⸗ 
n audience at their fellow miniſters, yea, and ſuch as their 
aultes and blemilhes beeing rightly watghed, are fewer in 
number, and iyghter in waight than thepz owne, whoſe 
innocent liues are able fo confute thep2 vipercus ſlaunders: 
bfferly deſpifing all thoſe in whom they ſee any infirmitie of 
man, as though themſelucs were ſome airie ſpirites. Eſpeci⸗ 
ally, ſuch as they perccine moꝛe pleaſant and ſoctable ot na⸗ 
ture. oꝛ moꝛe de ighted in mirth and honeſt paſtime fo2 their 
health and recreation than agreeth with their owne Stoicall 
diſpoſition: 02 if his gifts in p;eaching dee not altogether ſa⸗ 
tiſſie their fantaſticall humoꝛs, and his doctrine applied tothe 
ſeditious vaine:theugh the man be neuer ſo honelt in life and 
conuerſation,no2 ſo cat efull and diligent in diſcharging his 
ductie accozding to his talent: pet in the cics of theſe vehe⸗ 
ment accuſers, he is but a dumbe dogge, ſalt without ſauour, 
a bell withont a clapper,and a fceder without food: the chil - 
dzcn(ſay thep) doe crie fo meate, but he hath none. neither foz 
himlelfe no: them, except they will haue whole loues: as 
though he could do nothing but caſt the Bible at their heads. 
Such a wiſe reaſon made that late ſpzung vp herctique 


W2owne,a bꝛother of theirs, when he compared God to man 
that loued potage well, that as a man might be glutted with <. 


too many potage, ſo might God with one pꝛaier often ſayde, 
Thus they accnſe without truth, indge without authozttie, 
and condemne without triall , whereby the pooze Pini⸗ 
ſters of the Church , who of a good conſcience doe keepe 
themſelnes within compaſſe of oꝛder, andindenour to con⸗ 
tinne the prople in due obedience fo the ſame , are deſpi⸗ 
ſed, defaced, and ſhaked vp in * audience, as 9 
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they were moſt grienous and noto2ious offenders,yea Jeſas 
bel was neuer moze madde againſt the true Pꝛophets, Me- 
rod againſt the innocents, noz the cribes and Phareſtes a⸗ 
gainſt Chzilt himlelfe,than theſe ſeuere cenſoꝛs are agaynſt 
their pooze bꝛethꝛen, to bzing them into hatred and diſcredite 
amongl the people, to the end, that by one mcancs oz other 
they might hitch them out ef their liuings,and enioy it them ⸗ 
ſelues. Pea, ſuch is the miſerie of our daies, when yonth are 
ſo fantafficall to innent, and age ſo ſenſleſſe to credite, that 
the one is bꝛought into fooles paradice, and the other into o⸗ 
pen dotage.bering thought a thing ſeemely and tollerable foz 
a ycung ſcholler of ſinall learning, and lefſe wit,befoze he be 
either ripe in knowledge, gouerncd in liſe, 02 refozmed in 


manners, to pꝛicke vp into the Pulpet,bluſhing like; blacke 
dogge, to controll, diſcredite, and deface the ancient graue Bi⸗ 


ſhoppes,and reuerend learned Fathers of the land: much 
like as a pꝛoud beardleſſe Boie ſhould ſit in a chaire with a 
rod in his hand teaching: and Saint Auguſtine and Chziſo- 
ſtome to ſay their leſſons: In whoſe iudgement they are but 
laſie, loiterers, dumbe dogges, ]Popilh doctozs, men pleaſers, 
and they2 Churches no better than dennes of therues, bering 
growne ſo ferre paſt ſhame, and voide of all humanitie, that 
now they fall from reaſoning to plaine round rapling, ſcofs 
fing,tearing,deriding,and thꝛeatning of buffets, with bent 
fiſts; inſomuch as no ſtate oz degree can ſcape their venes 
mous tongues, Thep lee like Lions, leere like Foxes, hiſſe 
like Adders,barke like dogges, and if they durſt, they would 
bite like Tygars : ſo malitioufly meaſuring other mens do- 
ings by the croked line of their owne imaginations , that J 
think if wiſe Þalomon and learned Paul were here in theſe 
dates:the one would bee taken la a fwle, the other fo2 a mad 
man: Dumbe dog is a great wozd in their mouths; that ſer⸗ 
mon where dumbe dog is leſt out is not wozth a pinne, it its 
not their fancie ; foz why? their whole felicitie is in barking 
and ſnatching,yea rather than ceaſe, foz want of other, they 
would barke at the Pone and ſeauen Starres: They are 
much like the dogge that Cicero ſpeaketh of, that being ſet in 
Capitolio,a tower in Rome, to fraie theues,left the theeues 
and kell a barking at true men, whoſe doctrine and example 
ol life, tends onely ta this end, to dzine the Qucenes 2 
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[ foalothſomnefſe andmiſliking of the pꝛeſent gouernment. 
and o2der eſtabliſhed. to diſcredit her Pateſttes ſupꝛemacie, 
todeface her Pinilters, and contemne her lawes, to ſurfet the 
Church with Schiſmes,and infec the common wealth with 
factions. nd if wildome in time doe not pzcuent it.then fol- 
ly in trial wil ſurely repent it. 
To vſe the laudable ceremonies of the Church, they make 
it an hainous offence : but in diſobeying the Pꝛinces lawes, 
backbiting their ſuperiours, laundering their bzethzen, dil- 
quieting the Church, abuſing the office of godly pꝛeaching by : .Tim. 1,6.7. 
their vaine ſeditious pzatling, they make no offence at all. 
J Chey ſeeme very diligent and ſtudious, but it is rather foz 
nouelties, and varietie to make an eloquent ſhow, that by the 
erſuaſible woꝛds of mans wiſcbome, they may delight itch- 
geares,than foz ſound doctrine to conuert ſinfull heartes: 
they vle canning perſuaflons with faire golden phzaſes, but 
as Abſolon did to ſteale away the heartes ofthe people from 
Dauid:they pꝛoclaime publik|faſtings, but as Jeſabel dyd to 
Kill Naboth. Foz vnder colour of reſoꝛmation, they ſ&ke to, King. ff 
rob God of his honour, the Pzince of her due, and the Clergis 
ol their liuings: being as is ſuppoſed, inſtruments of ſome o- ;,King, 1» 
thers, who by their meanes ſ&ke fo make the Church a mark 
to ſhate at, and a carkaſſe fo pꝛaie vppon, to the ſpoile, ouer⸗ 
thzow,and vtter confuſton of Church. learning, religion, and 
all. Deuiſers and fanciers were neuer gad either foz Church 
92 common wealth. So Judas vnder a pzetence of holineſſe, 
deſired to haue the ointment ſolde foz a greate ſumme to re⸗ 
lieue ths pooze withall : but his purpoſe was to get the mo⸗ 
ney into his owne bagge: ſo was it pꝛetended that the lands Mark om 
of Abbies, Colleges, and Chantries, ſhould haue bin imploy - 
ed to the inriching of the king. maintaining ol ſcholes,and re⸗ 
leeuing the poꝛe, but they are put to maintaine pompe, pꝛide 
and ſuperfluitte. Faire wozds and wicked deeds deceine both 
wiſe men and fwles, 
Thus when vnder the name of a Hermon, theſe greate 
builders haue toſſed their fantaſticall doc ine, ſuch as Peter 
neuer planted, noz Paul neuer watered, befoze the light bes 
leeuing multitude,' with ſuchan outward ſhew of holineſe, 
that Ladie hypocriſie her ſelfe could not moze fitly handle ths 
irdes, dil⸗ Mat,23.24 


matter, ſpitting out their poiſon with cutting g 
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dainfull glikes,and pzetie biting nips, againſt oꝛders eſtabli⸗ 
ſhed, Biſhops, Yinilters,Pagiltrats and all, ſo farre as they 
dare. Then like vnto the late rebels that roſe in the Nozth,mn 
the end of their traiterous pꝛoclamations, to blind the multi⸗ 
tude, pꝛap foꝛ the Mucene, full coldly and craftily God wot ; 
and fozaſmuch as all is done vnder þ title of pzeaching, what 
ſoener they ſay,al is taken in god part, and greatly commens- 
ded without controlment oꝛ danger ol punichment. ä 
Thele are not thoſe dumbe dogs which the P2ophet ſpea⸗ 
keth of, but thoſe barking curs, and pꝛoud tubbozne, and diſ- 
obedtent murmurers,falſe accuſers, authoꝛs of ſens, and deſ- 
piſers of authoꝛitie, which the Wpoſtle ſpeaketh of. C hole fa» 
lich Pꝛophets & falſe diſſembling lpers that are wiſe in their 
owne conceites, follow their owne ſpirits, and ſpeake where 
they ſce nothing, which Eſay and Ezechiel ſpeaketh of, and 
thoſe Pharaſaicall hipocrites. which ſay vnto thoſe that come 
nighthem, touch me not, foz J am holier then thou. 

Theſe are no vnpꝛeaching iniſters, but rather vmni⸗ 
niſtring pzeachers:fo2 ſo they may haue as great lo:dſhip and 
ſuperioꝛit ie ouer their pariſhes, as the Pʒinte hath ouer the 
realme,the Biſhop ouer his dioceſſe,o2 the Pope in time paſt 
oucr the Church:to teach what doctcine they fancie, eſtabliſh 
what lawes they line, & obſerue what oꝛders they liſt, with- 
out controlment,they are cantentedat Chꝛiſts commaunde⸗ 
ment to go foʒth and pꝛeach. But if hee will haue any ſacra- 
ments miniſtred, hee muſt go himſe lie fo; all them, foz it go⸗ 
eth againſt their conſciences. a 

Thele are no laſie loiterers, but diligent feeders, ſuch as 
John Leaden, Dauid Geoꝛge, and Knipper Doling in Ger⸗ 


manie, apt and readie to ſow Schiſmes in the Church, facti- 


ons in the common wealth, and ſet the countrie together by 
the eares. They are not idle, but ſure they were better be idle, 
then ſo bullly occupied, in applying their wittes by art and 
learning, to wozke dillention and miſchiefe in the harts er the 
people. They ferde in deede,but their fode is ſuch as can hard⸗ 
ly be receyued without danger. Whoſe hipocriticall puritie, 
churliſh ſtearne countenance, dildaining to giue mea their 
titles of honour, pꝛiuie conuenticles, and condemning our 
Chꝛiſtian oꝛder in baptizing of Infants, doe manifeſtly ſhew 


them no other, but the very ſec of Anabaptiſts. And — 
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graue, reuerend and learned father D. Mhitegift now Arch 

biſhop of Canterburie, had not ſtept in in tune, to withſtand 

their lubtile and peeuilh deuiſes : we had ere this daie felt as Lohn Sleidi 

great hurly burly in ths Church of England, as was of late in his Com. 

veres by their pzedeceſſozs in the Citis of Punſter. 

| Thele are not hirelings in ſtead of ſhepheards, noꝛ wolues,, artes ſer⸗ 

in ſtead of hirelings,but rather deuils in ſtead of wolues, Foꝛmon at the 

if peacemakers be the childꝛen of God, ſure theſe diſturbers Synode ac 

of peace mult needs be the childꝛen of the deuill, they lcepe in Reimes.

Petby reaſon of their hypocriſte and ſtraightnes of life, ſuch 

as be of contentious natures,do follow them and commende 

their doings. Ne need not now flee to the Poet Yomer foz his 

ayde in pꝛeſtription of the S pꝛens, ſeeing this our vnhappis 

age is ſo furniſhed with Parmaids, whole delicat tunes, pꝛe⸗ Their tongs 

tenſed holines e ſweet venimous inticements doe ſo rautſh & are much ike 

tickle p itching eares of a ſozt of giddy headed people, as they Mercuries 

do thinke them(ſelues rapt vp into the third heauen.Wthereby pipe, that in⸗ 

they haue hatched ſuch a viperous bzotherhode of ſycophantchantedthe 

whelps,both dog whelps, t bitch whelpes, halle ſaints, halfe 

deuils,w buſie diſſentious heads, pꝛoud diſdainful ſtomacks, 

wilfull wits, ſadious harts, bꝛaſen faces, golden mouths, ano 

math gloſing tongs, as this land befoze this time was neuer 

troubled withall : Dame ſnatching curs that bite beloꝛe they 

barke: ſome barking ſhalts that would bite if they durſt: ſome 

fawning ſpaniels mach like the flattering butcher, who gent- 

ly claweth the Ore, when he intends to knock him in p head, 


They take great pleaſure and delight in comming to ſer- /-/ ] 


mons, not as ſcholers to learne, but rather as Judges to con- 
troll, being growen ſo diuerſe in manners g variable in condi⸗ 
tions, 2ᷣ it is caſter foꝛ a coke to pleaſe an hundzed mouthes, 
with one diſh of meate,than a pzeacher to oꝛder one ſermon to 
content a dozen heads: ſome wold haue matters of faith hands 
led, ſome inuediues againſt Papiſtrie , ſome vices rebuked, 
ſome ſharp x hotly,ſome gentle 4 coldly, all men other mens 
faults, but no man his owne faults. And as ther diſagree in 
matter.ſo do they in foꝛme, ſome like anciet dactoꝛs,.ſome new 
w2tters,4 ſome call that mans doctrine, Some would haue it 
poliſhed with logicke  rethozike: 4 ſome cal that perfwaſible 
woꝛds of mans wiſdom:ſome would haue ſtudy in * 
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ame onely a ſodaine motion of the ſpirite : ſome would haue 
long Sermons,and ſome care not how ſhoꝛt, t ſome lo dainty 
and cop, that they can bꝛooke no Sermons, 

Thus what by the infectious crew of PapiTicall heretikes 
on the one fide : and this peſtiferous ſet of Anabaptiſticalt 
Schiſmatikes on the other ſide : the Church of God is great- 
ly froubled and diſquieted, good oꝛder, the pale of our parke, 
o2 common wealth bzoke:i downe: And the deere of Chꝛiſt 
ſo dearly bought, in danger to be denoured of a ſozt of wolues 
in lambes ſkins,and deuils in mens vizards, halle Papiſts, 
halfe Wnabaptifts, who, though in ſome pointes they ſeeme to 
differ in opinions: yet in defaming her Paieſties gonern- 
ment, denping her ſupzomacie in matters Eccleſtaſticall,con» 
demning the booke of Common pꝛaier, and the publike rea- 
ding of the holy @criptures,with diuerſe other pointes, they 
ioyntly agree together as bzethzen- and vnder a gloſing ſhew 
of obedience, line vnnaturall childzen, who at the commann- 
dement of an adulterous ſtepfather,are willing and ready to 
thzult their ſwoꝛds into their mothers belly, line gaping fo2 a 
daie to vtter their malice. At whoſe hands there is no other 
kriendſhip. oz true hearts to be loked foz, But as Nahas king 
of the Amoꝛites, would haue made with the king of Jabes, 
by pulling out their right eies So nothing can refozme, con» 
tent oꝛ ſatiſfie theſe, extept ycelding bp the anthozitie of Cc- 
cleſtaſticall gouernment into their hands, nd therefoze ter- 
taine they are poſleſſed with ſome greate maiſter deuil,they 
flxepe in ſinne,and it is high time to wake them. 

Fozaſmuch as he&retofoze their opinions haue bene ope-+ 
ned, their fanciesdeteced,their hereſtes confuted, and they2 
argumentes confounded, And pet neither reaſon can leade 
them. authoꝛitie moue them, noꝛ truth it ſelfe infozce them to 
veeld, to tonteſte their erroꝛs, and amend their manners: it is 
high time to tie them ſhozter foz infecting of others: ſuch trees 
as lopping and watering cannot make fruitfull.muſt be cut 
downs . Whengentle medicines will not helpe, the Phi⸗ 
fition muſt vſe bitter potions : when the griened place tan / 
nat bee bzoken with plaiſters, the Chirurgion mull lanch it. 
Do whenlenitte cannot reclaime them, ſeueritie muſt cozrect 
them: ſo ſhall we haue moze religion, and leſſe contention, 
Though our (ayiour Chzilt commanded to pardon our _ 
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mies pet not his enemies: as to be angrie with finne is not 
anger, but zeale:ſo to ſmite foʒ offending God, is not to ſmite, 
but to cozrec to amendement : the [lines of lewde men are a 
ſweete ſacrifice vnto God: it is a greater fault to let goe a 
Wolfe, than to kill a lambe in the flocke : and a greater of- 


fence tu pardon a rebell oz a traitoꝝ, than to kill a true man: Frou. 17-17 


but theſe are not called rebelles as they are, becauſe they are 
not hanged vp as they ſhould; He that hath a dogge that is a 
ſhepe biter, muſt by lawe either hang him vp, oz elſe pay foꝛ 
the ſhape he hath wearied: euen ſo the Chziſtian magiltrate, 
whome it hath pleaſed God to ſet in authozitie, and giuen 
charge to gouerne and defend his pooze ſheepe, knowing no- 
toꝛious biters lying in waite to deuoure them, muſt either 
hang vp thofe curres,02 anſwere ta God foz thoſe ſhepe that 


they doe wearie. Thebzidle (ſayth Salomon) belongeth to pon 26 
the hozſe,a whip tothe Alle, and à rod foz the foles back. Coꝛ⸗ Pou. 17. 10 


rect a wiſe man with a nod, but a fole with club ; we ſe that 
nodding will not ſerue, noꝛ becking will not ſerue, noz win⸗ 
king will not ſerue, it muſt be a club, a hatchet,oz a halter, oz 
elſe ſuch buſie headed fooles, as diſdaine to be ruled, will ne- 
uer be quiet, till they may rule themſelues without controul- 
ment. 

Their woꝛdes and reaſons vnto many ſceme big in ſound; 
vet in truth are but ſmall in weight, great in ſhewe, little in 
ſubſtance, full of terrour, voide of wiſedome, rather bugs to 
fray babes, than matter to mone any ſtaide Chziſtian,greate 
perſuaſions to ſeduce weake fleſh, yet not ſufficient to ſatiſfie 
tonſciences:they may ſtirre vp coniectures in fome vnſtaide 
bꝛaines, which like weake redes will mone and wagge with 
euerie blaſt of winde, yet not able to ſtaie aſſurance in ſuch 
conſtant Chziftian ſubiectes, as ſtande firme and faithfuil to 


God, their Pꝛince and Countrie, like oaks : ſo that Yellebo- 1. Cor. 16.153. 


rus were moꝛe fit to purge their frantike bꝛaines, than argu- 
ments to confute their trifling erroꝛs. 
To pꝛocerde, our delicate and fruitfull Countrie hath in- 


gendered a multitude of daintie and viciaus people, pꝛoude, ler.. 


pꝛodigall waſters, miſerable pinching pꝛoulers, falſe diſſem⸗ 
bling liars, faire lokes, and ſmooth tongues without good 
; D meaning,

rauenous as Wolues,ſome enuious as dogges, ſome leche- 
rous as Goates, ſome filthie as wine: the moſt part either 
hypocrites, wicked liuers, oꝛ ignoꝛant of God, euery one in 
loue with his owne face like Narciſſus : the higher ſoꝛt con⸗ 
temning their inlerioꝛs with ſnuffingſcome, and the lower 


ſoꝛt ſftoſaking their ſuperiours with grudging ſpight. It is 


ſaid that a Cameleon can tranffo2zme himſelfe into al colours 
ſaue white, and our people haue all conditions ſaue honeſtie. 
I thinke in Sodome was neuer moꝛe filthines, in Flanders 
moe dꝛonkennes, in Crete moꝛe lying, in France moze diſ- 
ſimulation, na in Jewꝛie moze hypocriſte,than ta now pꝛac⸗ 
tiſed in England. And as god men would gladly haue euill 
men amended, ſo euil men would rather haue good men con- 
ſumed, The multitude of ſinners haue ſo chaſed awaie the 
ſhame of ũnne, that common wickednefſets taken foz no pꝛi⸗ 
uate offence: there is ſach vnmercifal bzibing,opp2eſſing,and 
wzingingthe pooze,as though there were neither God to ho- 
noar,deuil to dꝛead, heauen to hope foꝛ, noꝛ hell to eſchue. E. 
uerp one is moze liberall to lend another his conſciente, than 
his monep, and his ſeale is of moze credit chan his ſoule. One 
crowe will not picke out the cies of another: but foꝛ mony, 
one man wil not ſticke to picke another to the hard bones, ac⸗ 
£92ding to the Pꝛouerbe: Homo homini Lupus eſt, an to 
man is no man but a Wolfe, Theſe people therefoꝛe are po, 
ſelled with deuils, they fleepe in ſinne. and it is high time to a⸗ 
Wakethm. ; 

The gloꝛy of the Romanesinolde time, was fo ſpeake 
lyttle, and doe much: of the Greekes foſpeake much, and 
doc lyttle, and of our diſſembling Pꝛoteſtants to talke much, 
but earne to amend nothing at all. Our Elders were rude 
in ſpeech, and ciuil in manners: we ciuil in ſp#ch and rude in 
manners: they beleeued as Pagans, and liued like Chniſti⸗ 
ans: we belæue as Chꝛiſtians, and line ltke Pagans : they 
pꝛeached not the wozd,noz we line accoꝛding to the woꝛd: the 
name of God is in our tongues, but his feare is not in our 
hearts: the Papiſts doe call vs Solifidians, but our wozkes 
declare vs rather Nulliſidians: wee are like the 3 
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the moꝛe good we know leſſe good we do:02 pepper which: 
is hotte in the mouth, but colde in the bellie: ſg wee frie in 
woꝛdes, but freeſe in deedes : ſpeake by elles, but woꝛke by 
inches. We reade of one Pambo, who after he had heard one 
leſſon, would heare no mo till he had learned fo pzaciſe that 
one: wee deſire toheare thouſands,and-yet frame our ſelues 
to pzactiſe none: our pꝛeachers, foʒ the better inſtrunion of 
the people in all truth and godiyneſe haue papnefullp indea⸗ 
uoured themlelues to beate downe the ſuperſtitious abuſe ot 
faſting pꝛayers, and almes derdes, commending the thing it 
ſelfe as verie pleaſant and acceptable in Gods ſight, but they 
vnderſtanding (as it were) with thepz heeles, vpon a wylfull 
neglygente, bane taken occaſion thereby to caſt awape both 
faſting,pzayer, and almes deedes, with feaſtes of the pos e 


and all together, A gaine, ſome Pꝛeachers teach the people, 8 


at the hearing ol the name of Jeſns to bowe the knee: ano. 
ther ſozte denie it, as bnlawfull to peelde moꝛe reuerente ta 
that name, than to God the Father, and the holy Gholt : the 
people hearing that, thinke ſcozne to bowe their kner to any 
of all the thz@ . Thus they make theyz. libertie a cloake of 
looſeneſſe,turne the grace of God vnto wantonneſſe, andthe 
Golpell of Chꝛiſt vnto lewdneſſe:they haue changed wozks 
into wozdes, godly deuotion into bare knowledge: and are 


become rather lippe Goſpellers, than life Goſpeliers. The 1,44, 


Papiſtes were not ſo zealous to gilde their Templcs with 
golde, but our Pꝛoteſtantes are as neglygent to gilde they 
ſoules with bertue, Thep were beneficiall and diligent both 
in decking the falſe dead pictures of Sainds, and feeding lhe 
true lively members of Chꝛiſt: and wee ſoeme to condemars 
the one and leaue the other vndone. They bſcd faſting from 
meates, we neither from meate noꝛ finne, thep pꝛaicd often, 
we ſeldome oꝛ neuer: they were bountifull to the poꝛe, but 
we liue onely to our ſelues: they wzought of intent to merit 
heauen, but we neither do good koz merite, noꝛ yct of charitie 
and duetie: pea, wee are come from blinde zeale to wpl- 
full wick ednelle, and from ſuper ſtition to no religion , Foz 
the wozlde is nowe growen to this point, that if a man 
of godly zeale and deaotion, doe accuitome o2verlis to kce⸗ 
D 2 quent 
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quent the Church, he is accounted an hypocrite, Jfhe bee gi⸗ 
uen religiouſlp to faſt and pꝛaie, he is taken foꝛ a Papiſt. And 
if he keep a god houſe fo2 rele&fe of the pe, he is called a me⸗ 
rite monger. Wherby faſting is deſpiſed, pꝛaier contemned, 
and almes derds abhoꝛred. Thus haue we caſt offthe wozkes 
Simulata ſan- of Simon Peter, are become in manners like Symon Pas 
Akinaces, Zus, that walked with Phillip as a diſciple, yet wzought with 
9 monylike a woꝛldling. Achabs wife would neuer put on de⸗ 
Ipſius ct me- mure apparell but when ſhe ſpake with the Pꝛophets, noz 
ta· lupus actu pur diſſembling Pꝛoteſtants bee neuer holy but at Sermon 
voce propheta times. They heare and defire like Saints, but line t deſerue 
like deuils, they can lake and ſpeake holily, whereby they 
ſeme glozious befoze men, but their woꝛkes are naught, and 
therefoze odious in the fight of God, whoſe out ward behanioz 
is much like cloudes without raine, whereby God himſelfe 
doth mocke ſuch fruitles ſhowes, Theſe hypocrites therefoꝛe 
are poſſeſſed with deuils, thy ſleep in ſinne, and it is high time 
foawake them, 
Though the obſeruing of the Sabboth day, touching bodily 
reſt, do belong to the Ceremonial lawe,and ſhadowes which 
had an end in Chꝛiſt: being therefoze altered from Saterday 
Exod.izo. do Sondap, vet, as the Jewes did celebzate theirs in remem⸗ 
Mat. 12. 12. hzante of the creation of the woꝛld: ſo ought wee to obſerne 
and keepe our Sabboth, in remembzance of the reſurrection 
of Chaift,and as a figure to confirme our hope in the reſurre⸗ 
ion of onrowne bodies, and our ſpirituall reſt in gloꝛie to 
come, as alſo foz a comely and decent oꝛder to bee vſed in the 
- Luk.4.16, Church, that in reſting from bodily wozk, we may charitably 
aſſemble together, to the end the Loꝛd by the pꝛeaching of his 
woꝛd, may bꝛing fo2th his wozke in vs, to his owne gloꝛie 
and our ſaluation: but our Sabboth in many places, is ſa 
vilely abuſed,as though it had bene rather oꝛdained to ſerue 
Bacchus and Uenus, the people beeing growen ſo careleſſe, 
negligent, and licentious, to feaſt when they ſhould faſt, play 
when they ſhould yꝛap, and laugh when they ſhould werp fo; 
Eaic. 56.2.3. their ſins, as though there were neither God noz deuill, hea⸗ 
uen noꝛ hell | 
As euerie honeſt nature hath affection 4 god will to his na- 
tiue 
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fine ſoile and place of birth, ſo ought euery god Chziltian to 
haue a godly deſire to the ſoile of his regeneration, & place of 
his new birth by Baptilme, which is the temple of God, the 
ſchale of Chziſt,+ nurſe of Chꝛiſtianitie, to make open con⸗ 
feſſion of his ſinnes,and rehearſal of his faith: to intreate foz 
pardon, pꝛap foꝛ things neceſſary,gine thankes fo2 benefites Mat. 10.3 2. 
paſt, to celebzate the Sacramentes, to heare and learne his gas. 
dutp, and rigbt way to laluation, to belteue truly, line honeſt» Ron. 10. 1. 
lp, and walke vpzightly. It the ground yeeld not ſappe to the 
tree, it will ſone ſeare and wither away : if the lampe be not 
fed with oyle, it mult needes goe out: if any lining thing bee 
kept from nouriſhing. it cannot liue: euen ſo if the faith of a 
Chziſtian doe not receiue continual ſap and moiſtnes of the 
heauenly woꝛd, fed with the oyle of wert pzomiſes in Chꝛiſt, 
and nouriſhed with the wholeſome bꝛead of life , it cannot 
tontinue, but conſume and die. The ſerde ofthe Goſpel muſt 
fil be ſowne in our harts, oꝛ we cannot reape the harueſt of 
eternal lite: where pꝛopheſie faileth the people periſh, 
When the Lozdof a manoz appointeth his tenants a day 
to come to his Court, the rolles are laide open, the Stuard is 
ready pꝛepared to giue the charge, the tenants are dutiful to 
come, attentiue to heare, and diligent to execute their Lo2des 
will: and if any hall chaunce to be abſent, oz come after the 
charge be giuen,no doubt the Loꝛd wil be very angry, and ſet 
a fine bpon his head: euen ſo the Lo2dofall Lo2ds, of whom 
and at whoſe will we haue receiued and do hold all that euer 
we haue. doth euery Sabboth day kerpe his court, at his tem- 
ple, Church, oꝛ houſe of pzater, his rolles the ſacred Bible is 
layd open, the Stuard oz Pinilter is ready to giue the charge 
and tel eucry man his dutie:and it any of his tenants oꝛ peo- 
ple be abſent and refuſe to come, no doubt the Loꝛde himſelfe 
will be angry, oꝛ if they come after the charge, when ſeruice 
oꝛ ſermon is done, they were as god not come at all: Againe, 
ſuch a dutiful tenant as deſire to ſtand in his Loꝛdes fauour, 
will nowe and then pꝛepare and bꝛing him a pꝛeſent, ſuch as 
he knoweth his Loꝛd loueth: but no pꝛeſent is moꝛe pꝛetious 
in the ſight of our heavenly Loꝛd, than the pꝛaiers 4 thankes 


ofan humble penitent hart, and therefoze he that will pleaſe 
D3 him 
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him and ſtand in his fanoꝛ, muſt often fade dis appetite with 
ſuch pꝛeſents. The Papiſts of a blind zeale, in time oł dark 
neſſe, would not ſtick to riſe vp at midnight to publike pꝛaier, 
faſt with bꝛead and water, ſuffer hunger and colde, run ſome 
times an hundꝛed mile bare footed and bare legged «6 ſerke a 
dumbe image: but our pꝛofeſſed Pꝛoteſtants hauing the true 
light ol the Goſpell, their pꝛaier and devotion is faint 4 colde 
as iſe, and their diſobedience greater than their fathers igno⸗ 
cance. When ther come together, it is ratherof compulſion, 
tuſtome, oꝛ fachion ſake,than of any godly zeale: much like a 
ſullen, ſtubboꝛn and froward ſeruant, that when his maiſter 
calleth him, commeth grudging with a ſow2e moiling coun- 
tenante, mumbling a dogs pater noſter, and with leſſe reue⸗ 
rence than thoſe thacthalfepeny ſeruants that Cfop hired, to 
heare him recite his fables, | 
1.Cor.11, The Apoſt le S Paul ſaith, that fozaſmuch as man is the i⸗ 
mage of Oods gloꝛp, he ought not in time of pꝛopheſying oz 
— 2. 10. pꝛapers, to couer oꝛ diſhono his head:and in another place: 
Indictiung At the name ol Jofus euery kner ſhall bau and the Pzophet 
the communi⸗ Eſap, Al knes ſbal bow dnto me, ſaith the Loꝛd. The meeteſF 
on we pꝛay geſture and ſ&@mlieſt behauioꝛ at pꝛaier and thankſgiuing, is 
— —— kneling : ſo pꝛaied Daniel, Paul, and Chꝛiſt bimſelfe: but 
— our people are growen ſo dubbozne, wilfull, and wapward, 
Ephe. 3. 14. that in ſtead of humilitie and reuerence, they fall to kicke at 
Luk. 22.41. heir dutie, thinke ſcoꝛn to vncouer their heads in time of ſer⸗ 
mon oꝛ ſeruice, foꝛ hurting their cappes . D2 to knerle at the 
naine of Jeſus fo: wꝛeſting their ioynts. Oꝛ locke bp to hea⸗ 
uen when tbey pꝛap, foꝛ wꝛinkling theyz ruffes, Theſe peo- 
ple are therfoze poſſeſſed with deuils, they leepe in ſinne, and 
it is high time to awake them. 

In times paſt, he that had learned the ſcucn liberal artes 
as Grammer the key of knowledge, Logilie the rules ofrea-

to laugh at, as though heauen and hell were nothing elſe but 
olde wines fables to feare and flatter childꝛen withall. Theſe 
are (no doubt) polleſſed with deuils, ther lleepe! in ſinne,and it 
is high time to awake them. 

It mithy whozemaifters would waigh with themlelues, 
how God doth know the very fecrets ol the hart, e that ofhis 
inffice he wil leaue no fin vnpuniſhed either in this woꝛld, oz 
in the woꝛld to come, they would ſurely be afraid to do that in 
his ſight, which is fo ſhamefull, lothſome, x odious to be done 
in the pztſence of an honeff earthly man. It is a thing moſt 
filthy t againſt nature, that a p2ofeſſed Chꝛiſtian, an adopted 
child ol God, a member of Chzilf, x temple of the holy gholt, 
redeemed with no leſſe p2ice,than by ſhedding the very heart 
blond of the deare t only beloued ſon of God, ſhonld take that 
ſame body + meber of Chzift, e make it þ mẽber of an harlot. 
S.Grego2y compareth lechery to a firyfurnace, whereof the 
mouth is gluttonv, ö flame, pꝛide, p ſparkles filthy wo2vs,the 
ſmoke an euil name, the aſhes pouertie, t the end, ſhame & cõ⸗ 
fuſion: at the laſt (ſaith Salomon) it biteth like a ſerpent and 
— * like an Adder. Wheo2dome, beſides p infamy of the 

wozly,it walketh f. gods, withereth þ body,decaieth p health, 
ſho2tneth the like, x maketh a man ſtinke in the ſight of God, 

The vice of dzonkenneſſe in like manner conſumeth 
the wealth,ſurfets the bodie,.dulleth the wit, * the 
nder⸗ 
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vnderſkanding, kroubleth the ſenſes, c without repenfance, 
bꝛingeth both bodie 4 ſoule into hell: Andtherefoze if either 
the feare of Oed, the ſhame of the wonlde, the deſire to be in 
their right wits, to line in health ol body, oꝛ to eſcape the mi⸗ 
ſerable ſkate of beggerie may meue them to repentaunce t a- 
mendment, it is now time to awake, deteſt ę auoid ſuch hoꝛ⸗ 
rible wickednes which doe tuſtly merit a ſhoꝛt life x a ſhame⸗ 
full death. 

There was neuer mote ſincere pꝛeaching, noꝛ ſo litle folio» 
wing, ſo great perſwaſions to honeſtie t vertue, ę ſo inan gi⸗ 
nen ouer to vice i naughtineſſe: ſo much exhoztation to loue 
and charitie, ⁊ ſo man ſtutted with hatred + enuy, We great⸗ 
ly complaine of the vnkruitfulnes of the earth, the coxruption 
of the aire, the vnconſtantneſſe of the woꝛld, z time that ſlips 
ſo faſt away, but we complaine not againſt our owne ſelues, 
fo2 whoſe ſinful lines the very heauens do weepe: we p2ofeſſe 
to be the followers of Cbꝛiſt, pet in Chꝛiſtian behauioꝛ much 
inferio2 to p heathen Ethnicks, that knew not Ood, who paſs 
ſed vs as far in god liuing. as we paſſe them in god learning: 
we greatly delight to beare the name of Abzahams childzen, 
pet not ſo willing to kil one wicked affection b offfdeth God, 
as Abꝛaham was at his cõmandemtt, to kill his only beloved 
ſonne. It is ſaid that the Cafto2 x the Elephant being hiited, 
the one fo; the vertne of his genitoꝛs, the other fo2 his tooth: 
the Caſtoz biteth off his genitozs,and the Elephant findeth a 
meane to wꝛeſt ont his toth, + caſt them away to ſane their 
bodies: but our people had rather both pꝛeacher e pulpit were 
ſet on a fire, then they would caſt away their filthie vices to 
ſaue both bodie and ſoule. The ſea-man knoweth his tide, 
the Swallow her time, andthe Crane her ſeaſon : but our 
people are ſenſelefſe: the tempeſtuous windes, the waucs of 
the ſea, and the verie deuils themſelues did heare and obey 
his woꝛd, but they ſleepe ſo ſoundly in ſinne, that neither the 
- infamy and ſhame ot the woꝛld can moue them, noꝛ al gentle 
admonit ions allure them, noz the terrible thꝛeatnings of hell 
fo2ments once feare them, noz the filthineTe of ünne that 
ſcemed ſo odious to the verie infidels withdzaw thein, noꝛ the 
continuall pzeaching of all —_ vnder heauen a 
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them fo repent and amend: Saint Anthony being a man vn⸗ 
learned, had no other bokes but theſe, and he that can behold 
theſe extollent bokes, ſetting fooꝛth the wiſedome and goods 
nete of almightie God, without pꝛayſing and gloꝛit ping his 
name, is woꝛſe then a bꝛuit beaſt. 

The Sunne, Mone, and Starres, by whoſe heate 4 light 
the whole wozld is nouriſhed and gouerned, doe dayly pꝛeach 
vnto vs: The bewtie of the heauens, the wholſomeneſſe of 
the ayꝛe, and the plentifulneſſe of the earth do daily teach vs: 
the pleaſant valleies, delightfull ſpꝛings, and rich mines of 
treaſures, do dayly inftruct vs: the godly fruitfull trees, me- 
dicinable hearbes, and ſwete fragrant floures, moze glozt/ 
ouſly attyꝛed then Salomon in all his royaltie,doe daply ad- 
moniſh vs:aſke the beaſts of the fielde, the fiſhes ofthe Dea, 
and the foules of the apꝛe, and they will tell ther and ſay, we 
were all created and oꝛdained foz the ble and p2ofite of man; 
Peaour Sauiour Chꝛiſt himſelf calleth daily vpon vs, Vong 
man ariſe, Damſell ariſe, Lazarus come foꝛth, dead ſinner as 
wake, but their eares are deafe, their mindes obſtinate, and 
their ſenſcs without feeling. Seeing the that God hath knoc- 
ked at the dooze of our conſciences by ſo many and ſundzie 
meanes, and of his mercy hath tarried waiting ſo long foz a- 
mendement it cannot be but great vengeance muſt needs fol- 
low. Painous ſinnes doe call downe grienous plagues,cuery 
kingdome deuided within it ſelfe(ſaith our Dauiour Chzift) 
ſhall be deſolate:but England, by ſecs, factions, hereſies and 
ſchiſmes, is deuided it it felfe : the Loꝛd of his mercy defend it 
from that which followeth. It God ſo ſharpely puniſhed one 
finite in Adam and the Angels, what may we that hauecom- 
mitted ſuch a multitude of ſinnes loke fo2 2 If we ſhall pceld 


dfar, 12. 36 an account fo2 euerp idle woꝛde, what reckoning ſhall wee 


make fo2 ſuch hozrible offences both in woꝛds and actions 2 
God ts ſaid to haue fete of leade, but hands of yzon,hee com⸗ 
meth flowly, but when he commeth he payeth home : as one 
man ſmiting another, the higher he lifteth vp his hand, the 
greater is the ffroke : euen ſo the longer that God tarrieth 
loking foꝛ amendment, the greater will his puniſhment bee 
when il commeth, Ak we will not glozifie his name in _

ging and heaping plagues vpen vs. He is the God of iudge⸗ _ 
ment and Lozd of revenge, at whoſe wozd the very hrauens p11 "18;

To tall into ſinne, commethof humaine weakenelle, but 
to lye ſtill and ſleepe in inne, after ſo much teaching by his 
creatures, his woꝛde, his wzitings, his Pꝛeachers, and bis 
owne example, is pꝛoper onely to the waywarde impes ol 
Sathan. Sodome and Gomozre, Tire and Sidon, the Hi⸗ Mat. 10. 13. 
niuites and Nugne of the South, ſhall riſe vp at the laſt day Mat. 11. 21. 
andcondemne this generation: foꝛ if the doctrine and miras Luke. 1. 
cles, which hau e bene ſhewed amongſt theſe, had bene done 
amongſt them, they had long ſince repented in ſackecloth 
and aſhes, 

Though be earneſt, beare with me, J touch not thoſe 
that be god, and lay too little to ſuch as bee naught : J aps 
peale to God who knoweth theſe things to be& true, and to 
the woꝛlde, who cannot foꝛ ſhame denie them. And if J haue 
ſa id nothing but the truth, then blame not me, but go about 
your owne amendment: foz ſœing that all fleſh haue ſo coꝛ⸗ 
rupted the Loꝛds way, ⁊ that ſuch abhomination is w2ought Sen. s. 
amongſt men, and the meaſure of iniquitie heapedſo full, it Deut. 13. 
mult needs fol lolo, that the iudgements of God are not farre 
off. No doubt, his bow is readie bent, the arrowes of his ven⸗ 
geance are dꝛawne to the heade, his fire is kindled, and his 
wꝛath is gone out, andreadie to be pow2ed vpon the contem⸗ 
— of his lawe , and therefoze high time to awake from 

nne, 
* When Dauid killed Urias, 4 committed adultery v ith his King. 11. 
wife, he llept in Gn,but being ** by Matha the pꝛophet, 
2 he 
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he repented earneſtly : when Barp Magdalen was poſſeſſed 
with ſeuen deuils . ſhe flept in ſinnc, but being waked by hea- 
ring the ſound of Chꝛſtis Goſpel,ſhe lamented pitifully:whe 
Peter foꝛſware his maſter,he llept in ſin,but being wakened 
at the crowing of a little cocke, he went out + wept bitterly. 
It is a common vſage in cities & great townes,to awake 
the people from ſleep, and giue them knowledge that night is 
welnigh gone, the day at hand, either by playing of waites, 
ringing ofbels,founding of trumpets, oꝛ ſinging of Pſalms ; 
and in country villages,the Cocke is a neceſſarie bird foz the 
ſame purpoſe;euen ſs the Pꝛeachers ofthe woꝛd, as Maites 
thep haue played vnto pou, as trumpets they haue ſoitded out 
the woꝛd of life vnto pou, as Belles they haue rung out his 
heauenly will vnto vou, as Pſalmiſkes they haue ſung his 
wondꝛous woꝛkes vnto pou, and as Cocks they haue crowed 
and warned pou to pꝛepare your ſelues, foꝛaſmuch as ö night 
oꝛ time of darkencſſe is welnigh ſpent, and the day of laluati⸗ 
on at hand. And as a litle after midnight the Cock doth crow 
alitle while and then ceaſeth : about thꝛe of the clocke ſome⸗ 
what longer: and when it dzaweth neare day, verp long and 
thicke, euen ſo in the time of king Henry the eight dur Eng⸗ 
hſh Cocks began to crow a litle, and afterward in King Eds 
wards daies ſomwhat longer:but now in her Paieſties haps 
pie reigne, they haue crowd aboue thirtie yeares together: 
and now to warne yon, that the night is paſt, and the dap is 
even at hand, they crow thicke, thicke, and therkoꝛe it is time 
now oz els neuer to awake from ſin, and caſt away the d&edes 
of darkeneſſe,Whiles the huſbandman llept, the enemp tame 
and ſowed tares amongſt the wheate: while the foliſh Mir. 
gins llept without Oile in theirlampes,the bꝛidegrome came 
and ſhut them out from the wedding: foꝛ as much therefoze 
as we know not when the maiſter of the houſe will come, let 
vs awake vp and watch, leaſt he finde vs lleeping: beholde J 
tome as a theefe (ſapth the Loꝛd) happie is hee that watcheth 
and kepeth his garments of fayth and charitie, teſt he walke 
naked, and men ſe his filthinefle : watch (ſayth the Apoſtle) 
ſtande faſt in fapth, be ſtrong , continue in pꝛaper, and quit 
pour ſelnes like men,kozthe time is at hand, |

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Some learned men by certaine coniectures haue painted 4 boo Hs, 
out the time and ſeaſon of the laſt iudgement : alledging the . Perz „ 
D2:acle of Elias 5 the wozidſhould ſtand two thouſand peres 2.00 6 


befoze the law, two thouſand in the law, and two thouſand 
inthe time of grace : and out of ſaint Peter,a thoſandyearcs 
with God, is but as one dap, & one day as a thouſand ycares, 
And as in ſire dayes the Loꝛd made the world, and reſted the 
ſeuenth dap, ſo within the compaſſe of ſire thouſand peares be 
will gather his Church by the miniſterie of his wozd,and the 
ſeuenth kepe holy his cuerlaſting Sabboth, Againe that Ye- 
noch and Elias, the one in generation, the other in computa⸗ 
tion in peares, being the ſeuenth from Adam, the firſt in not 
taſting of tempoꝛall death, as 5̊ other ſire fathers befoꝛe him, Geniſ'y. 
wasa figure of the laſt dap, the ſecond being taken vp in a ſie⸗Heb. 11. . 
rie chariote, did pꝛeſigure the aſcention of the elect, mating 1 
their Redeemer in the cloudes. Yerevpon they conclude, that 1 The 17. 
the woꝛld ſhall not ſtand aboue ſire thouſand peares, And to 5 
p2 one it ſhall not ſtand ſo long, they alleage the ſaying of our 
Sauiour Chꝛiſt, that fo2 the elects ſake the dapes of our afs 
fliaion ſhalbe ſhoꝛtened: againe where the Angel Uriell an⸗ 
ſwered Cſd2as about th2& thouſand and fiue hundꝛed yeares ,,, ,,.- 
after the creation of the woꝛlde, that the time paſt was much Marke 13. 20. 
moꝛe then the time to come: and where it was pꝛeſcribed in 4-£1dras.4. 
the lawe , that about the euening of the ſirt day the Sabboth 
ſhould beginne. And as the Iſraclites were deliuered from Leutz. 
bandage by Moſes in the ſirt ye&re ,ſo ſhall the Chʒiſtians be 
deliuered from their wcariſom bondage of this wicked woꝛld 
by Chꝛiſt in the fire age. Then come they to ayme at a cer- 
taine yeare comparing the time fro the birth of our Sauiour 
Chꝛiſt vnto his paſſion, being thꝛe 4 thirtie yearcs, with the 
time that Luther and other godly men beganne to pꝛeach the 
Goſpell, tiil the great perſetution of the members of Chzilk 
in Germany,by the Pope and Charles the fiſt, being the like 
quantitie of yeares, And the time from his paſſion vntill tze 
deſtruction of Jeruſalem, a figure of the end of the wozld be⸗ 
ing foꝛtie peares, with the time from the ſaid perſecution, till 
the peare of grace 1 588, the like quantitie ef fo:tie yearces; 
They note mozeoner,that in euerie 7 and 9. peare of * 
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life called Climacterian peares doe happen great alterati⸗ 
ons and dangers, diners famous men haue ended their lines 
in the ſame: as Luther, Melancthon, Panſter, 4 Peter Par» 
fy}, with diuers others: ſo haue there happened in euerp (6- 
uenth age of the wozld great alterations and changes, and in 
the ſaide peare r 5 8 8.the age of the woꝛld being deuided by 


ſcuen,maketh inſt ſcuen times nine, oꝛ nine times ſeuen. As 


gaine after ſenen times ſeuen, was alwayes the peare of Jn- 
bile, hereunto agreeth an old P2ophecie recited by Pelanc⸗ 
thon,and tranſlated out of Germanicall rime into Latin by 
Cypꝛian, and after Engliſhed as followeth 
When after Chriſts birth there be expired, 
Of hundteths 15, yeates, eightie and eight: 
Then commeth the time of dangers to be feared, 
And all mankinde with dangers it ſhall fright, 
For if the world in that yeare doo not fall, 
If ſea and land then periſh ne decay: 
Jet Empires all, and kingdoms alter ſhall, 
And man to eaſe himſelfe, ſhall finde no way. 

But leauing theſe learned men with their learned coniec- 
tures, whoſe iudgements are pet mote tollerable then thoſe 
mockers which S. Peter ſpeaketh of, who ſhall come in the 
latter dayes and ſay, where is the pꝛomiſe ol his tomming 2 
foꝛ ſince the fathers died, all things continue in the ſame e- 
ſtate wherein they were at the beginning: and let vs content 
our ſelues with the woꝛds of our ſautour Chꝛiſt, of that day 
and houre knoweth no man, no not the Angels in beaue, no 
pet the ſonne himſelfe, laue the father onely : the day of the 
Loꝛd wil come as a theef in the night, t as it was in the daies 
of Moe and Lot, ſo ſhall it be in the day when the ſon of man 
will come, they eate, dꝛanke, married and were married, and 
the floud and the fire tame and deſtroied them all. Pet our lo⸗ 
uing Redemer of a ſingular affection to comfo2t his pooze 
afflicted members hath fozewarned vs of certaine ſignes and 
tokens which ſhould appeare befoze his comming , by the 
conrfe whereof we map eaſily coniecture the euents follow- 
ing, as the comming of Anttchzilt and his falſe pꝛophets, ru⸗ 
mo2s of warres, hungers and peſtilence, perſecutions 4 _ 

es, 
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| bles abounding of wickednelle, eclips of dunne, and Pone, Lule. 17. 
| and the vniuerſall pꝛeaching of the Goſpell, and left vs an er- 
| ample of the figge tre , which beginning to bud, doe mant* 
feſtly ſhew that ſummer is neare. And as beholding a man 
| whole eyes waxe dim, his cares deafe, his head bald, his face Mar. 23.28. 2 
w2inckled,his haire white and hoarie, his backe crooked, his 

legges twofold vnder him, his tongue ts kalter, his teth to 
fall out of his head, his bloud to be cold, and his bodie feeble 
and fickely, which are all incident to humaine nature: they 
be euident tokens to ſhew that the ende of his naturall like is 
at hand. Euen ſo when we ſee theſe ſignes aloꝛelaid come to 
| paſſe,thcy doe molt certainely pꝛemoniſh and fozewarne all 
the people vpon the earth, whom the endes of the wozlde are 
come vpon, that the dap of the Loꝛd is not farre behind, 

That Antichziſt is reuealed, and all theſe ſignes and to- 
kens paſt alreadie, all chꝛiſtendome haue felt the ſmart ther⸗ 
of, and our pꝛeſent age can witneſſe. So many authours of 
ſecs, and bꝛochers cf deuilith hereſies , were neuer heard of 
befoze inany age from the beginning : who hath not either 
felt oꝛ heard what rumoꝛs of wars, vpꝛoꝛes andblodſhed in 
all lands? Foz hanger and famine,Samaria, Jeruſalem and 
Sanxurie with a number of other places, where thꝛough er- 
tremitie, they haue bene dꝛiuen to eate, not onely vene⸗ 
mous beaſts and their owne oꝛdure, but alſo their owne chil- 
* dꝛen, can teftific. 

Again, who hath not read oꝛ hard what wonderful ſtrange 
etlips of ſun t mone, terrible blazing ſtars, gliſtering comets 
d2eadful coniuncids of planets, ſtrange flaſhing of fire in the 
elements alteration ofthe heauens.reſemblingasit were, 
the toũtenance ofthe angry Judge:What raging 4 ſwelling 
of the fwds fearefal trembling e quaking of y earth,hozrible 
tempeſts, vehemẽt winds,x vnſeaſonable wether, what loth- 
ſome monſters e other p2odigious ſights, contrary to y courſe 
of nature, ſo as it ſemes that al pᷣ creatures of God are angry 
and thꝛeaten our deſtruction, All which, no doubt, are Oods 
Veralds of armes toſhew vnto the woꝛld, that himſelf is not 
farre behind. Againe, the vniuerſall pꝛeaching of the Soſpell 
in ſpight of Antichzilt and his curſed crew, lo az no Nation, 
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can iniflly excuſe it ſelf, and ſay they haue not heard the ſound 
thereof. And yet notwithſtanding, ſuch grieuous abounding 
of all wickednes, that if the Loꝛd ſhould not come quickly no 
ſleſh ſhould be ſaued : againe the earth it ſelfe wareth weake 
and ferble fo; age, à therefoze not ſo fruitfull as in times paſt; 
plants and herbes haue leſſe vertue. Againe the peares doe 
change their natural courſe, euery veare bzingeth foꝛth new 
tidings, euery lining creature liucth ſhozter time then bere- 
tofo2e, this is called ætas decrepita , andtherefoze even by 
courſe of nature it muſt niedes be that the dap oftheLo2d is 
at hand, that our Redeemer is even readie comming to iudge 
the earth, to kepe his generall Parlement of refozmatton:to 
ſearch Zeruſalem thꝛoughout with candle ligyt, to reuenge 
the bloud of his ſeruants, recompence their enemies as they 
haue ſerued them, reward the accoꝛding to their wickednes. 
He commeth triumphing in maieſtie a hondur, accompanied 
with Angels, Arch · angels, and all the hoſtes of heauen: he 
coinmeth with the voice ofa fearefull trumpet, at whoſe ters 
rible ſound the very heauens ſhall meoue, the ſeas ſhall roare, 
the cloudes ſhall rent. and the earth ſhall tremble and quake: 
à conſuming fire ſhall go befoze him, and a mightie tempeſt 
ſhal be ſtirred vp round about him: when great Jericho ſhal 
be caſt down with the blaſt of Joſuaes frumpets when none 
ſhall ſcape ſafe but the houſe of Rahab the harlot, which re⸗ 
ceiued the meſſengers (that is to ſap) thoſe penitent ſinners 
Which obediently receiue the meſſage of the Goſpel, when all 
ſoules ſhall be iopned to their bodies, and gathered from the 
foure cozners of the woꝛld, to reccine tuff reward celeſtiall oz 
infernall : when euerp one ſhall be called to peld account of 
his talent, bow he hath imploted his welth, wiſdom, ſcrength, 
02 beautie, to the benefite and pꝛolite of his bꝛethꝛen, hoe he 
hath ruled his affections , moztiſied his appetites, and beha⸗ 
ued himſelfe in his calling, Then his obedient childꝛen ſhall 
be denided from the wicked repꝛobates, and go ineete their lo⸗ 
ning redemer in the clondes, of whom they ſhall hcare that 
ioyfull ſentence pꝛonounted with a chearekull countenance, 
Come ye bleſſed of my father, inherite the kingdome pꝛepa⸗ 


red foz you from befoze the foundation of the wozld —— 
cn 
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when the wicked ſhal heare that dzeadful ſentenee pzonoun- 
ted of their angry Judge, depart from me ye curſed into euer⸗ Math-23.41 
laſting ũre, pꝛepared foz the diuell and his angels:when they Rom. 9.28 
ſhall ſ& and fele without them the woꝛlde burning with fire, 
within them the wazme of conſcience euer gnawing, aboue 
them their-vnappeaſable Judge condemning them, beneath 
them, the hazrible.confuſion of hell toꝛments, pzepared to de- 
uour them, on their right hand their ſinnes accuſing them, on 
their left hand the cruell enemp readie to execute Gods eter- 
nall ſentence agaynft them: then will they confefſe (but to 
late) that the Judgementsof God are true, i ſay, did not wer Mat.7.22.23 
heare ol this:then will then cry vnto the N oꝛd, but he will not W..

ning complaints, ſad melancholy thoughts, any heauie pen⸗ 
ſine conceits, no tongue is able to expꝛeſſe, foz they goe tofrie xay es. 
in perpetuall tozmentswiithout remiſſion, and vtter confuſt- 
on without redemption: The dzeadful place appointed fo2 the 
execution of Gods vengeance, hath diners names in the holy 
Scriptures, moſt terrible to our ſenſes, tending all to erpzelle 
vnto vs the grieuouſneſſe of puniſhment ,as hozrible darknes, XIat. 8. 12. 
vnquenchable ſire, vnſatiable hunger, and the gnawing of a Mar. 9.44. 
woꝛme:to ſigniſie the miſerable oppꝛeſlion x hurling downe, GO 
it is calledInfernus, a dungeon of Gods wzath , 02 bottom⸗ 
lee pit: to ſigniſie the intolerable paine without ceaſing 02 
end, it is compared ts a burning lake, the burning whereofis Apoc. 19.20 
fire and much wod, and the vꝛeath of the Loꝛde as a riuer of E1ay-30, 
fire and bz imſtone, doth kindle it: it is alſo called Gehenna 
of Ge and hinnum, which ſigniſieth a vallie, nigh vnto Je⸗ 
ruſalem, wherein was a Chappell wherein the Idolatrous 
Je wes did offer and ſacrifice their childꝛen vnto a bꝛaſen Js lerem. y. g. 
mage called Moloch, which being made hote incloſed them in Lerem. 32. f. 
the hollownes therof,and ſo flue them, and left their ſhziking 
GHeuld moone any to pitie them, they made an hideous __ 
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with:tabzetsand dzums-! Wheroupon'the place was called 
Tophet, thus will the Lvidefſpeake to his enemies in his 
wꝛath, and vere them in his ſoꝛe dilpleaſure, when his faith⸗ 
full obedient childꝛen thal paſſe the Emperiall heauens, with 
their louingredemerto'tope in felicitie fox euer With -Abza- 
ham, Iſaat, and Jacob, with all the number of godly Patri⸗ 
arks, the godly fellowſhip ol the Pꝛophets, the glozious com⸗ 
panp ot the Apoſtles, the noble armie of Partyꝛs, with An⸗ 
gels, Archangels,x al the jopfull troups of heauenly powers. 

The iopes of heauen are pleaſant iopes, our eies cannot ſ& 
them, our eares tannot heare them, our hearts cannot con- 
ceiue them, noꝛ our tongues oxpꝛeſle thein:as if a man ſhould 
pꝛomiſe his haꝛſes a gwd banquet, they coulde imagine no o⸗ 
ther but pꝛouender and wafer to be their belt cheare , becauſe 
they know no daintier diſhes : euen ſo the natuall man accu⸗ 
ſtomed to the puddle of fleſhly pleaſure, his mindecan mount 
no higher, to perceiue, diſterne, oꝛ vnderſtand the things that 
be ok God, lo as the toyfull ptgaſures of heauen are hidden krõ 
his ſenſes . But ſeing the wife men lat tame (s far from the 
Eaſt,did ioy ſo much to ſer Chziſt in the poze manger, it muſt 
needs be much moꝛe toyful ts ſe him in his ſtate of glozy,D&- 
ing our vile co:ruptible bodies reteiue of his godneſſe ſo ma⸗ 
ny benefits and pleaſures ts abzeuiate our wearineſſe in this 
wzetched vale of miſerie, where euery of his creatures doe 
ſerue vs in their kinde; no doubt our heauenly palace, where 
we ſhall ſe him face to face, tonteineth maruellous great and 
toyfnll pleaſures, Sc&ing|wee receiue ſo many comfoztable 
bleſſings in the day of ſoꝛrow and mourning, much greater 
ſhall our pleaſures be in the iopfull day of marriage. Steing 
the pꝛiſon and painfull pilgrimage tontain ſuch things, much 
mo2e ſhall we finde in our heauenly paradice, when we ſhall 
depart from paine and miſerie, to toy and felicitie, whe death, 
ſoꝛrow and griefe ſhall be cleane taken awap, æ all teares wi⸗ 
ped from our eyes. If a ſly poze man wandꝛing alone vpon 
the mountaines out of his way, in the midſt of a darke tempe⸗ 
ſtuous night, voide ol companie, deſtitute of money , beaten 
with raine, terrified with thunder, wearied with trauel, ſkiffe 


ſerie, 
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ſery, Hould pꝛeſently vpon a ſudden, be placed in a godly rich 
pallate, with cleare light, warme fire, ſwerte ſmels, ſoft beds, 
daintie meats, pleaſant company, and delightfull Puſicke to 
comfozt and cheare him, who could expꝛeſſe the ſudden joy of 
that poze miſerable wꝛetch, vet is it nothing in compariſon 
of thoſe vnſpeakeable ioyes pꝛepared foz Gods elect childꝛen 
in his heauẽly paradice, where is no ſerpent totempt vs any 
moze, but glozy without compariſon , riches without mea- 
ſure,day without night, life Without death , libertie without 
thꝛaldome, ſolace without ceſſing, and toy without ending:to 
which kingdome the eternall God, the father, the ſonne, and 


the holy Ghoſt, bꝛing vs.

ing of ſens and hereſies.Ve muſt therefoze be well furniſhed 
with canonicall authozities, pithie ſayings, apt ſimilies , fit 
compariſons, familiar examples, and pꝛetie hiſfozies mate 
both fo2 comfoztation., perſwaſion and delectation: ; fo2 the 
multitude, as Yozace ſayth, is like a monftrous beaſt with 
many heades, and like diuerſitie of natures, and commonly 
the moſt part ignoꝛant and fwliſh, who, though the doctrine 
be neuer ſo wholeſome, yet without varietie are ſwne dutled 
and wearied, ſo greatly is the "_ of man delighted with 
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nouelties, that without change and varietie, nothing ſermeth 
pleaſant to his lothſom' appetite. One kind of muſick, though 
neuer ſo ſweete, vet without varietie it is lothſom toy cares, 
One kind ok meat, though neuer ſo daintie, yet without vari- 


etie gluttiſh to the taſte, and one kinde ol matter, though ne- 
yer ſo well framed, yet without varietie ſeemeth tedious ta 


the hearers, And faz that cauſe were figures firſt inuented, to 
refreſh thrandience with pleaſure: and to this ende ſerueth 
Petaphoꝛs, fables and wiſe ſayings of Poets and Philoſo- 


phers, which being rightly vnderftode in ſenſe x allegozie, x 
aptly apptyed in time t place conuenient, containe very pꝛo⸗ 
ftableleſſons, to inſtrua vnto vertue and god linelſe, and as 


it were to ſpoyle the Egyptians of their iewels and lo are the 


arts of Logick e Rethozick very neteſſarie handmaides to di⸗ 
uinitie, wherein are fine things requiſite, as well in a Pꝛea⸗ 
cher, as inan Dzatoz.

ber honeſt men, and of god repoꝛte, befoꝛe they be admitted 
into that reuerend function, Ve that will pꝛofite in teaching, 
muſt laboꝛ with both hands, oꝛ els as faſt as the one doth ga- 
ther, the other doth ſcatter:as the one doth build vp, the other 
doth pull downe : her muſt haue both Vrim and Thumim, 
knowledge and vertue, perſuaſion in woꝛds, and example in . f 
derds, to thunder in doctrine, and ſhine in life and manners. 48. % 
True Chꝛiſtian religis conſiſteth not onely in bare pꝛeach- 
ing x dumbe hearing, but rather in deuout pꝛaping, vertuous ag 
lining, x charitable woꝛking. It is naturally grafted in man 
to ſpeak holily, pꝛaiſe god ſavings, and deſire rather to know 
much, than line well. Knowledge (no doubt) is a godly gift, 
and a great bleſſing of God : yet knowledge without vertuc, 
oꝛ learning without cod liuing, are nothing els but as trees 
without fruit. At the laſt day we ſhal not be demanded how 
much we haue knowen, but how well we haue liued. What 
auapleth it a man to be able to define what faith and repen⸗ t: 
tance is, not felyng Gods holy ſpirite woꝛking faith and re⸗ 
pentance in his heart: oꝛ to tell a faire ſmoth tale in woꝛds, a 
pet ſtammer in his dxds,02 to haue al the Scriptures + wits 
ty ſayings of Philoſophers at pour fingers ends, + pet want 
grace to liue accoꝛdingly: oꝛ how is he able to gouern others, 
that hath no power to gouerne himſelfe: Unto the vngodly, 
faid God, Why doeſt thou pꝛeach mp laws,o2 takeſt my ZTe- __. 
fament in thy mouth, whereas thou hateſt to be reſoꝛmed: he 
that imploieth his tongue vnto — r his dceds vnto vice, vos.

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t carrieth treacle in one hand fo reſiſt death, 
and poyſon in the other to take away life, A wicked liner 
though his tongue be neuer ſo plauſible, yet the infamp of his 
life decapeth all his doctrine and other gifts whatſoeuer:foꝛ if 
one pꝛaiſe that he ſaith, a number will blame that he doth, 
A teacher without vertue , ts compared fo a painted fire 
without heate, oz a faire vizo2 put on a defoꝛmed face: oꝛ the 
ſytpw2ights that made Noahes Arke to ſaue others, yet pe⸗ 
riſhed in the floud themlelues : oꝛ an Idiot ſtanding by the 
ſea ſide, and ſeeing ſtraungers palle by in daunger ofthe tide, 
crying vnto them, away, awap, the tide cometh: who looking 
back, and ſcking the foole ſtand ſtill, begin to ſay one to ano- 
ther, ſurely this fellow doth but ieaſt, fo2 if it were ſo dan⸗ 
gerous as he ſaith, he would certainly make moꝛe haſt away 
himſelfe. S. Jerom ſaith, Maius eſt voluntatem Domini fa- 
cere, quam nõſſe. A vertuous liver though he ſay litle, vet 
is he a good pꝛeather, a good piller of Gods Church, and a 
right Lay mans booke, whoſe honeſt life is a ſcale to con- 
firme his doctrine. | 

Gods building is compared fo a ſtone wall, the Magt- 
ſtrates 4 miniſters, vnto ſquared ſtones framed on each ſide, 
and the people vnto litle ones filling vp in the midſt : and if 
any of the ſquared ſtones chaunte to flip down, a number of 
the litle ones will follow:euen lo, if the Bagiſtrate, o2 teas 
cher chaunce to fall, the people will follow after by heapes, 
yea if the one do but limpe, the other will halte right down, 
and therekoꝛe they eſpecially muſt haue their rough knobs of 
vices hewen awap, and be cloſely iopned together with the 
moꝛter of vnitie and concoꝛd, not onely in reſpect of them 
ſelues, but alſo of the common people, whoſe affections euen 
by nature, do giue moꝛe credit to their epes, then their earcs, 
and be moꝛe aptly led by example then by perſwaſton : and 
therefoꝛe mote auaileth deedes without moꝛdes, then woꝛds 
without derdes. That good Emperour Alexander Seuerus, 
hauing ſent foꝛ Oꝛigene to inſtruct him in Cheꝛiſts religion, 
would orten ſay, that the concoꝛd, humilitie, paticnce and 
charitic which he ſaw amongſt the chꝛiſtians did moꝛe moue 
and ſtirre him vp, to belieue that Chꝛiſt was the Sonne ol 

Cod, 
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Jod, then all Ozigens vehement and learned perſwa- 
uons. 

To conclude, a good pꝛeacher hauing a good liuing, muſt 
be a good houſekeeper. Peter was th2e& times commanded to . 
fœde his flocke, that is to ſay, by the iudgement of Saint | 
Barnard, with ſound doctrine, honeſt life, and good hoſpita- Barnarxe. 
litie. When John Baptiſt ſent his Diſciples vnto Chꝛiſt, 
to aſke if it were he that ſhould come, oꝛ that they ſhoulde 1 
looke fo2 another: he bad them goe againe and tell John. not 
onely what doctrine they had heard, but alſo what wozkes ,, 6. 
they had ſeene, who did both feede the ſoules of bis ſhepe lar. 0. . 
with heauenly doctrine, and example of vertuous liuing, and Luke. 3. 11. 
their bodies with materiall food of barly loaues and fiſhes, Nom. 1213. 
which did moꝛe win the peoples hacts, then all his wonder⸗ 115... 
full miracles and diuine Sermons which they ſaw and hard. Tobias 4. 
A number in theſe dayes do beare a great name of ſingular Loh. 6. 20. 
Pꝛeachers, with fine eloquent tongues : but we finde not 
thoſe good olde Parſons that were wont to pꝛeach inthe plu⸗ 
rall number, by example of good vertuous liuing and chari⸗ 
table hoſpitalitie. The people do heare much, but the poꝛe 
tan not finde their old reliefe: ſaying Pꝛeachers are good, 
but doing Pꝛeachers are better, happy is that pariſh where 
both hitteth in one man. But whoſoeuer will marke it, 
ſhall find that a meane learned Parſon of an honeſt councr- 
ſation, keeping a good houſe in his pariſh, ſhall periwade 
and p2ofit moze in coming to one dinner, then the beit Dace 
to2 ofdiuinitie which kerpeth no houſe ſhall do by p:caching 
a dozen ſolemn Sermons. And that Gentleman who kee- 
peth a good houſe in the countrie, ſhall bee in better credit 
with the people foꝛ his liberalitie, then the beſt D:ato? oz 
lawier in England foꝛ all his eloquence. We ſee by dayly 
experience, that the Commons are not ſo louing, truſtie, 
no2 obedient to their ſuperioꝛs, as they haue beene in times 
paſt: the chiefe cauſe whereof, (no doubt) is this: whereas 
heretofoꝛe they haue found good cheare to ſatiſfie their hun⸗ 
ger, they find nothing now but faire houſes, and faire woꝛds 
without either care of their cauſe, oꝛ filling of their mawes. 
It is a true Pꝛouerbe, Ahere the gate of the Pagiſtrate is 
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ut againſt the ſubiect,there the heart of the ſubiect is hut a- 
gainlt the Pagiſtrate, 

Touching the ponger ſoꝛt of Miniſters, it is a dangerous 
thing foꝛ them to be ripe to ſone, æ pꝛeſume to venture vpon 
waighty cauſes : ſuch ſelfe willed, and ſelfe learned become 
hurtful members in the Church, Where wiſe men can kepe 
moderation and oꝛder, ſuch raſh foles, thꝛough ignoꝛance fal 
often into errours. It is an old Pꝛouerbe, the moꝛe fole the 
moꝛe impudent: ignoꝛance hath alwayes the boldeſt face: 
emptie veſſels make loudſt ſound, ſuch as haue leaſt to ſap, 
are commonly moſt bold to ſpeake:none ſo foꝛ ward as blinde 
bayard, Unſkilful Hipertian bluſhed not to trouble Mercu⸗ 
ry with his ruſticall dances, befoꝛe whom cunning D2pheus 
was aſhamed to tune his harpe: ſuch arrogancie (no doubt) 
hath bin a great hinderance vnto learning. Many mighthaue 
come to wiſedome, if they had not thought themſelues there 
already. There is a certaine fozeſight,vnto the which vnripe 
pres can neuer come, fil age bzing diſcretion, Dur iudge- 
ments are but weake,our appetites variable, our ſenſes de- 
teiuable.and our deſires vnpꝛoſttable:the dayes of our life are 
ſho2t and euil, and the knowledge we iearne in long time vn⸗ 
perfect, and ful of erroꝛs: fo2 as it is pꝛoper to God onely not 
to erre, ſo it is naturally giuen vnto man, ſeldome to hit the 
truth. And therefoze yong men cannot be deepe of iudgment, 
becauſe wiſedome is gotten by experience, and experience in 
long time. Truth is called the daughter of time, and time the 
mother of truth: he is wiſe that can perceiue his owne igno⸗ 
rance. . Bernard alloweth better of him that humbly con- 
keſſeth his ignoꝛance, than of him who pꝛoudl y pꝛeſumeth of 
his knowisoge: It is moꝛe tollerable ( ſapth D. Some, to 0- 
pen the Church doꝛe to a ſimple iniſter, than the pulpit toa 


chat is wile in pꝛeſumptuous pꝛeacher:the ignoꝛant are euil, the negligen t 
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woꝛſe, but the impudent and hairbꝛaind woꝛſt of all. S. Paul 
would take vpon him, to know nothing but Chzilt crucified, 
and his owne inſirmities. S. James would haue men quicke 
and ready to heare, but low and circumſpect to ſpeake. S. Pe⸗ 
ter exhoꝛteth yong men to decke themſelues with humilitie x 
lowlines gf mind,. and to ſubmit themſelues to their elders:ſo

in another place,deſpiſe not the Sermons of ſuch! Elders as 

haue vnderſtanding (ſayth he) but acquaint thy ſelf with their xccle.s.

P2ophet Cſay in his time thought it a thing intolerable, foz .

ſed that all the time he had bene ſtudent in Athens, hee had 

learned only this leſſon, to know that he knew nothing: who 

noting the heat e and raſhnes ol youth, affirmed it the grea⸗ 

teſt vertue in a young man to acknowledge his owne weak - 

neſſe, and to attempt nothing to much: Pithagoꝛas iniopned 

his ſcholers to ſiue pores ſilence,befo2e they ſhould take vpon 

them to teach others: Plato maketh Sara the image ol di⸗ 

ninitie, and Agar the figure of humane ſcientes, as neceſſarie * 

handmayds, wiſhing young men to dwel verie long with A- 

gar, befoꝛe they benture vpon Sara, who will not be fruitful 

till riper yeeres : a god tre is not knowen by the leaues and 

bloſſomes in ſpꝛing time, but the fruits being thꝛough ripe in 

harueſt: Chꝛiſt himſelfe remained thirtie pteres in vertuous 

liuing, befoꝛe he began to publiſh his doarine to the wozld:ſo Lak. 33. 

he that will be a fruitfull teacher muſt firſt win the name of 

a god vertuous liner, As deepe waters ſeme not to runne be⸗
